- Noble Has Bitter Enemies. 

Though there does not seem. to be much 
Opposition to Ald. Noble in the Thirty- 
first Ward his friends should not be 
caught napping. His aggressive career in 
the Council has made him bitter enemies, and 
they are working noiselessly but actively 
against him, circulating long-exploded slan- 
ders, which have been refused at every news- 
paper office in the city, and utilizing certain 
Democratic agencies, all for the purpose of 
defeating him. His friends, it is argued, 
should rally to his support this afternoon, as 
he has made a splendid record in the Council 
and is a most able representative of his ward. 

Ald. Mann also will need the most active 
support of his friends this afternoon. A des- 
perate campaign has been waged against him.

HEARTY INDORSEMENT FOR MANN, 


Enthusiastic Speakers Advocate His Choice 
for Alderman=—Meyers Explains. 

Seven hundred enthusiastic supporters of 
Ald. J. R. Mann held a meeting at No. 638 
Forty-third street last night. Every man 
who could find rootn crowded in. J. F. Scan- 
lan was Chairman ano B, A. Hathaway Secre- 
tary. Mr. Scanlan and L. H. Bisbee made 
brief- speeches and were followed by J. C. 
Baldridge, who said he had come out in this 
campaign for Ald. Mann and against one of 
his best friends, Longenecker, on principle. 
He asked all who would be at the polls at 
12:45 teday ready to battle for Ald. Mann 
and good government to say ‘‘aye,’’ and 
there was a universai shout. 

Mr. Mann was introduced as * the standard- 
bearer of the people.”’ He was received with 
three cheers and a tiger. He said the cam- 
paign was a battle for the rights of the peo- 
ple as against the dictates of bosses. Mr. 
Mann, taking up and commenting on a cir- 
cular sent out by the opposition, compared 
his record in the Council with that of Mr. 
Kerr. He said Kerr had been absent at nine 
out of ten committee meetings and two- 
thirds of the Council ingetings, but that 
he had missed no committee meeting 
and no important Council meeting. 
He said Joel M.' Longenecker was known 
chiefly for having brought back W. J. Mc- 
Garigle and then letting him off with a fine of 
$1,000. Hereferred to the- pasting of the 
Longenecker circulars in windows and store 
fronts, and said no politician would have done 
it, The primaries today, he said, would show 
that State streee- was ne-longer 
vest Pocket of George Crawford. Crawford's 
nanre was hissed. Repeated cheers were given 
for Mann as he sat down. 

Chairman Scanlan read a letter from W. 
H. Rand indorsing Mr. Mann’s candidacy. 
Charles Crawford, *“‘the little giant’’ of the 
Thirty-second, spoke next. Messrs. Henning, 
Herrick, Martin, Monroe, and Adair followed 
in three-minute speeches. 

Those Longenecker Posters. 

Frequent references were made by the 
speakers to the pasting of the Longenecker 
posters on show windows and walls in the 
‘Thirty-second Ward Tuesday night. Some 
time between midnight and 3 o'clock in the 
morning large red and yellow posters were 
thickly plastered over buildings and windows 
fur a mile along State street and Forty-third 
street. These read: 

There is nothing the matter with Joel M. 
Longenecker for Alderman. He is the people’s 
choice, | 

The bitterest indignation is expressed at the 
act. It required hours of work to remove the 
posters from windows. Few spots escaped 
from Indiana avenue to State street on Forty- 
third street and from Forty-third to Forty- 
seventh on State. 

Inwardness of the Myers Matter, 

It looks as if most any kindof tactics were 
being used by Ald. Kerr in the attempt to de- 
feat Ald. Manon. Tue Trrsune of yesterday 
published the following itein: 

E. B. Myers’ name is used on Ald. Mann’s dele- 
gate ticket in the Ninth Primary District of the 
Thirty-second Ward. He desires to say this 
action has been taken without his knowledge or 
consent; and that he repudiates the same, having 
declined to take any part on either side. 

This statement was pubMshed in compliance 
with a type-written request signed, in script, 
‘“ E. B. Myers.”” Butit no sooner appeared 
than the following letter was received: 

CnicaGco, March 14.—| Editor of The Tribune. ] 
~The item published in your paper of this morn- 
ing stating that I repudiated the use of my name 
on Ald. Mann’s delegate ticket. in the Ninth Dis- 
trict of the Thirty-second Ward is not true. 

‘ EK. B. Myers. 

When seen by a reporter for THz Tristune 
Willis Myers said: 

‘‘ T signed the first letter to Tue Trisuss 
myself without the knowledge of my father. 
It was type-written at the Republican head- 
quarters and dictated by Ald. Kerr and others. 
I signed it without reading it and did ‘not 
notice that the word ‘tepudiate’ was in it. 
You see, my father belongs to the Hyde Park 
club, and Ald. Mann is trying to drag the club 
into politics by the use of my father’s name 
without consulting him. But it will not work, 
for my father would never go near the con- 
vention, if elected.” 

E. B. Myers said: 

‘That first letter was written without au- 
thority. Mr. Mann’s friends, some time ago, 
sent circulrs to all the voters, asking themsto 
state in reply whether or not they were in 
favor of his renomination, and I returned 
mine with an affirmative answer. I thought 
he had made a good Alderman and that I 
would like to see him returned to the Council. 
I did not seek to have my name put on the 
delegate ticket. If I am elected I will attend 
the convention.”’

JOBS IN GAS STOCKS. 


RUMORS OF A FEW WEEKS AGO AGAIN 
TAKE LIFE. 


Many and Constant Delays in the Extra- 
judicial Proceedings Involving the Chi- 
cago Trust Revive the Stories<Speculat- 
ors Said to Be Selling Short—Blocks of 
Stock Sold but Never Delivered=—An- 
other Postponement Yesterday—Col. 
Cooper Will Not Goto Ottawa. 


The constant postponements, on one pre- 
text or the other, of the preliminary hearing 
before Attorney-General Moloney on the con- 
templated quo warranto proceedings against 
the gas companies are giving color to the 
charges of “stock jobbing”’ which became 
current when the first move was made. Two 
separate parties are alleged to be in on deals 
to sell *‘Gas”’ short, and, although not work- 
ing together, are laboring along parallel 
lines. The blocks of stock purchased on in- 
side tips before trouble for the gas companies 
began to brew have not yet been delivered, 
simply because the proper price at which to 
make a profit has not yet been reached. 
Every day’s delay has a bad effect on the 
stock; therefore, it is said, those in the deal 
are not anxious to push matters. 

Another delay took place yesterday at a 
conference between the attorneys in the mat- 
ter. Mr. Moloney has fixed upon Ottawa as 
the place for the hearing. Col. Cooper de- 
clared that he would not attend it unless it 
were held in Chicago. He reiterated this to 
ex-Attogney-General Hunt and ex-Solicitor- 
General Aldrich, attorneys for the gas com- 
panies, when they called on him to endeavor 
tosetaday. The two latter refused to join 
with Col. Cooper in a request to Mr. Moloney 
to select Chicago for the extra-judicial pro- 
ceeding until after they had consulted their 
clients. Another conference will be held this 
morning. 

Col. Cooper’s Protest. 

Attorney-General Moloney, soon after 
reaching his office in the Ashland Block yes- 
terday morning, was handed a‘ letter from 
Col, Cooper in which he said: 

One week ago today it was definitely and dis- 
tinctly agreed between yourself, Mr. Aldrich 
(representing the gas companies), Mr. Henry, 
and myself, that unless the trust agreements 
under which the stock was put in the possession 
of the Fidelity Insurance Trust and Safe Deposit 
company of Philadelpiia should be produced by 
last Saturday the case of the gas companies 
would be considered closed for good and all so 
far as any oral argument before you was con- 
cerned. Those trust agreements were not pro- 
duced, as you know. It will be impossible for 
me to be in Ottawa Thursday. If you still desire 
to hear us in an oral argument, notwithstanding 
all that has occurred, Mr. Henry and I will ac- 
commodate you and the attorneys of the gas 
companiés on any day after Thursday of this 
week, provided that argument can take place in 
Chicago, where all the counsel are and where 
you have a public office. 

Mr. Moloney at once dispatched this reply 


. to the letter: 


I now tind that it will be impossible for me to 
hear either yourself, couasel, or the gas people to- 
morrow. The demurrer of the people to amended 
pleas filed in the so-called whisky trust case will 
occupy the balance of today and the greater 
part, if not all, of tomorrow. I! have therefore 
notitied Gen. Hunt and Mr. Aldrich that I cannot 
hear the gas matter until Friday morning, so I 
now notify you of the same. I will. however, 
take the matterup Friday morning in Ottawa 
and not in this city and you can appear there if 
you see fit to doso. If you and Gen. Hunt or 
Mr. Aidrich can agree on a day which will be 
more convenient to you than Friday next, and if 
the same will suit my convenience and be com- 
municated to.me in time I will be | 
modate both sides. 

Proceedings Should Be Held Here. 

A letter to the same effect was sent to ex- 
Attorney-General Hunt and ex-Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Aldrich. The two called at Col. Cooper’s 
office late in the afternoon. Attorney Al- 
drich told Col. Cooper that he was compelled 
to be in New York State next Monday. Mf. 
Hunt said he would be busily engaged in 
court for several days. What day next week 
would suit Col. Cooper? ‘ 

‘* Where do you propose to have the hear- 
ing?’’ the latter asked. 

“The Attorney-General has specified Ot- 
tawa.”’ 

Then Col. Cooper said: ‘* This extra-judi- 
cial hearing was granted on the stipulation 
that the trust agreements should be produced. 
You have claimed they can’t be because 
the originals. are not here. I know 
that the agreements were executed 
in duplicate, probably in __ triplicate. 
You have filed none of your references and 
authorities. You have a copy of all our 
papers. The hearing has been postponed 
again and again. Under the circumstances I 
do not feel under any obligations to accom- 
modate you by going to Uttawa for what may 
be a protracted hearing. 

The gas company’s attorneys expostulated 
and talked over every point. Finally Col, 
Cooper said: | 

‘“*We all live here. The Attorney-General 
has an office here. The interests involved are 
all here. A suitable room can easily be se- 
cured. I will join you in the hearing if you 
will join me ina petition to the Attorney. 
General to hold it here. He will probably 
grant that if we all request it.”’ 

Refuses to Agree. 

Attorney Hunt took Attorney Aldrich aside 
a moment, then replied that his side could 
sign no such request without consideration. 
They would see Col. Cooper this morning. 

Attorney-General Moloney was in Judge 
Gibbons’ court all day. He said: “JT will 
grant both sides a reasonable postponement. 
but the’hearing will take place at Ottawa.” 


ATTEMPT TO RELEASE W. H. KING FAILS. 


Asylum Authorities Refuse to Recognize 
a Writ for the Insane Millionaire. 

Bosrox, Mass., March 14.—[Special.]— 
There was excitement at the McLean Insane 
Asylum in Somerville late yesterday after- 
noon which resulted in the Superintendent 
calling on the Somerville police for assist- 
ance. The cause was another attempt by 
Mrs. E. R. Webster Ross to obtain the release 
of W.. H. King, the Rhode Island millionaire, 
who has for nearly thirty years been an in. 
mate, being considered hopelessly insane. 
Mrs. Ross has been pursuing Mr. King a 
long time, and her petition was 
finally dismissed last November. Now she 
has taken out a writ of personal replevin and 
gave it to Sheriff Wardwell of Middlesex 
County to serve. When he arrived at the asy- 
lum he was met with opposition and was not 
allowed to serve the writ. There was some 
wrangling between the Sheriff and his assist- 
ant and the attendants at the asylum. Assist. 
ance was called for at the police station, offi- 
cers were immegliately sent to the scene, and 
quiet was restored, the Sheriff taking his de. 
parture. And now Judge Allen of the Su. 
preme Court has issued an injunction on a 
bill brought by the asylum restraining Mrs. 
Ross and the Sheriff from further action. The 
police guard has been withdrawn from the 
asylum.

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RUSHING WATERS SWEEP THE VILLAGES. 


Dam Breaks and Ranches and Towns Are 
Submerged<Lives Lost. 

Boise, Idaho, March 14.—| Special. |—News 
was received in this city this’ evening that the 
Indian Creek reservoir had broken and was 
sweeping dewn upon ranches and villages, 
carrying destruction and ruin in its path. 
This reservoir was constructed of solid mason- 


ackson, New York Capitalists, to 
orchard of 640 acres. The reservoir covered 
500 acres. The dain cost #50,000. The 
country between Bysuka and Caldwell is all 
under water. Every railroad bridge between 
Nampa and Bysuka is washed out and many 
miles of railroad track is submerged, which 
will prevent trains from running over the 
Short line for many days. The dam broke 
about noon and messengers were sent at 
breakneck speed on horseback to warn the set- 
tlers and urge fainilies to hasten to places of 
safety. A mighty wall of water came 
sweeping down Indian Creek.  besring 
houses, sheep, calves, barns, farming utensils, 
and submerging whole farms.: The citizens 
of Nampa, a little town on the Short line. 
suw the approach of the devastating waters 
and fled to figh ground. Soon all the lower 
part of the town was uader water from five 
to twenty feet deep. Fifty houses are ruined 
and many families are without shelter and 
bedding. Merchants are loaning blankets to 
destitute families, and provisions are being 
furnished to those in need. It is re- 
ported here that two men were drowned, one 
while attempting to save his property and 
enother who rushed to his assistance. The 
cause of the disaster was the sudden turn of 
the weather, coupled with heavy rains, which 
caused the rapid melting of the snow in the 
mountains. Snake River rose eight feet to- 
day, This part of Idaho has had the heaviest 
fall of snow this winter known for years, and 
this melting rapidly filled the creeks and burst 
the dam. The property isa total loss. So 
far Mountain Home Reservoir is safe, but 
fears are entertained that it will share the fate 
ot its Indian Creek neighbor. 


BOGUS HEIRS TO VALUABLE TEXAS LAND. 


Fraudulent Seheme to Gain Possession of 
an Estate Unearthed. 

New Organs, La., March 14.—[Special. ]— 
Legal steps are to be taken here andin Green- 
ville, Tex,., involving much valuable property. 
Peter Hiit, a citizen of New Orleans, ‘died in 
1850 and left lands in Hunt County, Tex.

‘CAME BACK TO A CELL, 


ELMER F, OUMMINGS ARRESTED FO 
_AN OLD CRIME 


Embezzied Eight Thousand Dollars at 
' Cairo, Ill, and Jumped Hix Baile Wan- 
dered to South America and Married an 
Englishwoman, with Whom He Travy- 
eled in Europe—His Father's Illness 
Draws Him to His Home, Where He Is 
Recognized—Arrest Follows, 


Six years ago Elmer E. Cummings embez- 
zled $8,000 from Charles ©. Painter of 
Cairo, Ill, Monday night he was arrested in 
this city. Cummings was head bookkeeper 
and confidential clerk for Mr. Painter, Presi- 
dent of the New York Store company, whole- 
sale grocers. In the discharge of his duties 
he handled large sums of money. For sev- 
eral years he pccupied his position of trust 
and when he resigned he became 
a speculator in real ‘estate. Then, 
when Mr. Cummings had _ closed his 
duties with Mr. Painter, a suspicion arose 
that he had not been honest and an investiga- 
tion by an expert showed a shortage in Cum- 
mings’ accounts of $8,000. 

Cummings was at once located in St. Louis, 
arrested, and taken to Cairo, where ke was 
indicted by the grand jury and released on 
bail. He at once went to South America. 
While at Buenos Ayres he married an English- 
woman, and a year ago the twe came to 
America. Six weeks ago Mr. and Mrs. 
Curmmings arrived in Chicago. The wife 
with her children went to Cairo a couple of 
weeks ago, and last Sunday morning Cum- 
mings himself went to his old home to see his 
father and mother and bring his family home 
to Chicago. 


Did Not Disguise Himself. 


It is said that Cummings did. not-take.any 
pains to conceal his identity while in-Cairo, 
but at the same time it is related that, inas- 
much as an indictment still rested against his 
name, he did not take any pains to re- 
new old acquaintances. At any rate 
he was seen and recognized, and this is 
what stirred up the remembrance of the old 
crime. Cummings left Cairo Monday morn- 
ing, however, and with his father, ex-Judge 
Cummings, came to Chicago. . 

Monday it became generally known _ that 
the man wanted forembezzlement had been 
in the town where the indictment still rested, 
and the fact that he had not neen arrested 
created comment. It was decided to arrest 
him. The Chief of Police. at Cairo 
telegraphed Chief Brennan in this city ask- 
ing him to detaila man to arrest Cummings 
when he reached the city. Officers Bailey 
and Treacy were assigned to the duty, and 
when Cummings alighted from an Illinois 
Central train Monday evening he was arrest- 
ed and taken to headquarters. 

Cummings at once admitted his crime 
and toid the romantic story of 
his wanderings in South America 
and the West and his marriage to the 
Englishwoman with whom he made a tour 
of Europe. Then, he said, he went back to 
South America, where heengaged in business. 
At one time since his first arrest he was in 
the real estate business in Wichita, Kas., and 
was a prominent figute there during the 
famous boom of real estate. 

Hearing of the poor health of his father, 
Cummings determined to come home ona 
visit. He had hoped time had softened the 
feeling against him, but his arrest has dis- 
pelled this idea.

willing to return to Cairo and stand trial. 
This was telegraphed to Cairo, and Chief Ma- 
honey of that place gota bench warrant un- 
der the old indictment and came to this city 
Tuesday, leaving that evening for Cairo with 
his man. Cummings was at once arraigned, 
and a bond of $1,500 was required for his 
appearance at the next term of the Circuit 
Court. 

This bond was furnished and Cummings 
after visiting some relatives and friends came 
back to Chicago last night.. It is said Cum- 
tinings has secured a position in this city and 
is making an effort to retrieve his reputation. 
The police here, however, said yesterday that 
Cummings intended to return today to Cen- 
tral America, where, it is said, he has a large 
coffee plantation. 

Cummings is 30 years old, dresses well, and 
is polished and well educated. He thinks 
publie sympathy in Cairo is now in his favor 
and will help him materially in his trial. 
Through some technicality the bondsmen who 
secured his release when he was first arrested 
were released from responsibility, and this 
fact, it is believed, will have a softening effect 
on the present prosecution. 


SISTERS RETIRE FROM THE SCHOOL. 


Pittsburg: Affair Seems to Be Settled for 
the Present at Least. 

Prrrsspure, Pa., March 14.—[Special.|— 
The Sisters of Charity who have been em- 
ployed as teachers in the Thirty-fourth Ward 
public school gave up the fight tonight and 
retired. They will not go back to the school 
tomorrow morning, but will take their old 
places in the parochial school connected with 
St. James’ Church. Members of the Catholic 
School Board say the move is only temporary 
and was decided upon some days ago..

Wasutnotor, D. C., March 14.—One of the 
most important propositions yet submitted 
to Congress will be presented to the 
House tomorrow by Representative Boat- 
ner of Louisiana. The proposition will 
recite numerous defaults of the Union 
Pacific railroad and contiguous lines 
to meet the debt due the United States. 

It will charge the present and past directors 
of the road with a violation of their trust and 
improper absorption of outside lines and the 
voting of dividends contrary to law and 
against the interests of the United States. It 
will direct, in the form of a joint 
resolution, that the President shall ap- 
point special counsel “to institute suit 
against the present and past directors, their 
heirs, and legal representatives, to collect 
$35,000,000 and interest due the United 
States. With interest the amount of litiga- 
tion would exceed $40,000,000. It would be 
the largest lawsuit ever instituted in this 
country, if not the largest in any country, 

By the terms of the resolution the Depa 
ment of Justice would be relieved from 
further action in the Union Pacific case and 
the suit would be prosecuted by special coun- 
selas a special case. The joint resolution 
places $100,000 at the disposal of the Presi- 
dent for the employment of counsel. Itis 
provided that the counsel shall not: be in any 
way connected in present or past service with 
the Union Pacific road or with any of the di. 
rectors. . 

Document Carefully Prepared, 


The resolution has been drawn with great 
care and after consultation among the legal 
authorities of the House, who, it is declared, 
are not entirely satistied with the manner in 
which the government's interests have thus 
far been protected and prosecuted.

3, 1873, attempted a consolidation with the _ 


Kansas Pacific railroad and the Denver Pa 
cific railroad, and issued{stock of the

JOHN T. FORD DIES AT BALTIMORE. 
Sudden Taking Off of a Prominent Figure 


Among Theatrical Managers. 

Bataimorge, Md., March 14.—[Special,}— 
Jolin T..Ford, the oldest active theater .man- 
ager in the country, died suddenly at his 
home in this city today as a result of che grip. 
His son Harry -was alone with him when 
death came. Mr. Ford’s remains will be 
burred near the spot in Greenmound Ceme- 
tery where lie. the remains of his old friend 
Junius Brutus Booth, 


{Mr. Ford .was born in Baltimore in 
1829, and he estarted out to make a 
livi as clerk in a grocery store not a 
bloc away from the Grand Opera-House, 
which he built in 1871 and the success of which 
has been the pride of his declining years.

MUSIC LOVERS’ FEAST. 


THEY ENTHUSE OVER THE WITOHERY 
OF “NOZZE DI FIGARO.”

Mozart’s Masterpiece That Reigned Su- 
preme in Bohemia 4 Century Ago At- 
tracts to the Auditoriam Only a Fair- 
Sized Audience=Mmes, Eames, Nordica, 
and Arnoldsen Are the Prime Donne 
and Edouard de Resske Appears as the 


Count. 

An audience of only fair proportion was in 
attendance at the performance of ** Nozze di 
Figaro” at the Auditorium last evening. 
This was due partly to observance of the 
Lenten season, now nearing a close, and part- 
ly to the fact that, while a century ago 
Mozart appealed both to the fashionable 
and the musical, today only the latter 
classes may be numbered among his ad- 
mirers. The prodigality of Mozart in allot-

characteristic of that genius which allowed 
him to recognize no difficulties. Unlike other 
important éxamples of his work ** Nozze di 
Pigaro ” is sinall in demands upon scenic 
accéssories, a point more than counter- 
‘balanced ‘by the demands upon the singers. 
The intrigue that prevented a eae apprecia- 
tion of the opera when it waa first produced 
in Vienna in 1786 was absent in Bohemia, 


where the irresistible witchery of the music 


met with enthusiastic approval, AJl Prague 
sang it, and arranged as waltzes all the town 
danced toit. The influence of this enthusi- 
asm is reflected in ** Don Juan,”’ composed in 
an atmosphere so genial in appreciation. 
The story of Beaumarchais, which owed 
its first attention to the fact that it 
shocked a King, has been granted a perennial 
freshness through the melody in which Mozart 
framed it, and for Mozart ‘to remain long se- 
rious is impossible, and thé spirit of refined 
comedy with which “ Figaro” is replete ap- 
led with unusual directness to his nature. 
n the tragedy of his life there isa valley of 
flowers, of aridness, and of poisonous weeds, 
but in his music there is a spontaneity, a 
freshness, and a simplicity that appeal as 
strongly today as they did a century ago. 

The performance given the opera last 
evening was one of grace, refinement, and 
elegance of finish, With Mme. Eames as the 
Mme. Nordica as Susanna, and 
Mme. Arnoldson as Cherubino, the 
three: prime -donne were.+ delightfully 
supplied. Edouard de zke in 
the réle of the Count was dignified 
and imposing. The buffo part of Figaro was 
undertaken by Sig. Ancona, who, together 
with Mile. Bavermeister, has appeared at 
each performance during the week, The first 
appearance of Mme. Sigrid Afmoldson in the 
role, of Cherubino was a matter of fortu- 
nate choice. Mme. Arnoldson’s charm of 
face and figure and her archness, ani- 
mation, and ability in comedy work were 
elements that helped to make a charining im- 
personation, There isin her acting a beauty 
of finish that explains in a measure her popu- 
larity with Paris audiences.' Her voice is 
light, but agreeable in quality and used with 
discretion, The delicacy of oh work was al- 
ways 'thoroughiy in consonance with the de- 
mands of the composer. From the outset she 
was well received ‘and generously applauded. 
' Mme. Eames, an ideal figure in the part in 
which she was cast, afforded a charming 
picture. Her quality of tone was delightful 
and her acting thoroughly aristocratic in lack 
of animation. Mme. Nordica was a surprise 
as Susanna, the rdle being so widely 
different from the stronger dramatic ele. 
ment with which she has become associated. 
There is, however, in all that Mme. Nerdica 
undertakes a genuine earnestness and a thor- 
oughness that have served to make her the 
artist that she is. She sustained the part 
cleverly and sang with great warmth and 
beauty of tone. Edouard de Reszke, as usual 
striking in appearance, and assuming the rdéle 
as usual with great naturalness, was also as 
usual a central and picturesque figure. Sig. 
Ancona gave the Figaro music agreeably, but 
lacked in force and fitness from a dramatic 
point of view, being decidedly more suited to 
roles of another nature. The ensemble work 
was in certain instances delightful, notably 
so, indeed, and infused with the true Mozart- 
lan spirit that will cause it to remain a pleas- 
ant and an enduring memory. 

Tonight “ L’Africaine”’ will be produced 
for the first time by the present organization, 
and the cast will be one of unusual strength. 
Mme, Nordica, who will make her first ap- 
pearance on this occasion, properly speaking ; 
Lassalle, the eminent basso from the Grand 
Opera in Paris, who has not vet sung heré; 
together with Jean de Reszke and Edouard de 
Reszke, promise a thorough performance.

LITTLE CASH LEFT FOR THE CREDITORS 


Chicago Bank’s Application to Wind Up 
Ontario Coal Company Is Enlarged, 

Toroyro, Ont., March 14.—[Snecial,]—An 
application on behalf of the Merchants’ Bank 
of Chicago to wind up the Ontarjo Coal com- 
pany was today enlarged by the chancery 
court for a week for the examination of the 
trustees of the company upan their affidavits 
made in answer to the bank’s claim of 
$5,000. Upon this claim the bank has taken 
formal possession of the property of the 
company. The local creditors who accepted 
the recent compromise and which the bank 
refused to accept will contest the bank’s _ pro- 
ceeding to rank for its full claim and an in- 
terpleader issue on the part of the 
Sheriff is expected. When this concern failed 
a few months ago for nearly a million dollars 
a compromise was effected for 45 cents on 
the dollar, all the creditors agreeing to take 
this with the exception of the Merchants’ 
Bank of Chicugo and the Central Bank of 
Rochester. Since then a settlement was made 
with the latter bank, and a knowledge of this 
coming to the direetors of the Merchants’ 
Bank of Chicago they, have taken proveed- 
ings against the coal@company as above 
stated and in the meantime have put the 
Sheriff in possession of the property. The 
creditors claim that the trustees have exceed- 
ed their power by paying the Central Bank of 
Rochester in full. It 18 not likely that the 
estate will pay more than 10 or 10 cents on 
the dollar.

ALL BIDS REJECTED. 


SOUTH PARK OOMMISSIONERS REFUSE 
TO SELL BUILDINGS. 


Resolution Passed Under Which the Super- 
intendent Will Dispose of the World's 
Fair Structures at Private Sale with 
the Consent of the Board — Improve- 
ments Decided Upon at the Meeting= 
Assets of the Exposition Are Over a 
Million and a Half. 

‘“‘T move that all the bids that have been 
submitted for the World’s Fair buildings be 
rejected,” said Commissioner Russell at the 
meeting of the South Park Board of Com- 
missioners held in the Rookery Building yes- 
terday afternoon. “In explanation of this 
motion I wish to state that I consider all bids 
that have been submitted ridiculously low, 
and we do not wish to give the property 
away.” 

“I believe we could get higher figures if 
disposed of at a private sale,’’ said Commis. 
sioner Best, *‘ and I second the motion.” 

“It ought to be incorporated in this mo- 
tion,’’ said Commissioner Russell, ** that the 
Superintendent be instructed to negotiate 
with private parties regarding the disposal of 
the buildings, said negotiations to be entered 
into within the next thirty days, and the Su- 
perintendent,to report the result back to the 
board,” 

* I would further add,” said Commissioner 
Elisworth, “* that no sale shall be authorized 
unless the bids so received are higher than 
those received publicly.” 


This was carried unanimously. The report . 


of the superintendent, which gave rise to this 
discussion, embodied a list of the highest bids 
forthe Exposition buildings, amounting to 
$36,596. There was a disposition on the part 
of some of the Commissioners to accept the 
bid on the part of Dion Geraldine of $10,000 
for the Manufactures Building, but the major- 
ity thought otherwise. 


Improvements Decided Upon. 


The board decided upon the following im- 
provements: Michigan avenue, between 
dackson and Congress streets, to be paved at 
once, one block with the so-called Nicholson 
pavement, square wooden blocks set on end 
ena solid foundation on concrete and the 
other block with vitrified brick on a solid con- 
crete foundation. This improvement is to be 
in the nature of an experiment, and whichever 
proves the more satisfactory te be used to im- 
prove the whole avenue next year. The cost 
will be about $9,000, 

To complete the sidewalk on the east side 
herr § sland avenue at a cost not to exceed 

‘a ov. 

To erect a boat-house at Jackson Park near 
the landing at the Woman’s Building for the 
accommodation of the electric launches and 
to connect the power-house at Washington 
Park with the boat-house by means of wires 
laid in conduits so as to provide electricity 
with which to charge the storage batteries for 
the launches. 

To extend the Lake-Shore drive from the 
north end of the Manufactures Building to 
the pier, 

After deciding to present the cases in the 
Shoe and Leather Building which were used 
for shoe exhibits to the museum the board 
adjourned until today at 2:30 o’clock. 

A number of bidders objected to the action 


of the board in rejecting all of the bids as 


unfair, but the Commissioners insist it is in 
the public interest and is perfectly regular, 


Statement of Fair Finances.

Rates on Iron Articles to St, Paul.

Alton Gains a Victory, 

The appeal of the Chicago agd Alton from the 
ruling of Chairman Caldwell of the Western Pas- 
senger Association in the Rock Island case has 
been sustained by the arbitrators, Messrs, Fee, Mc- 
Cormick,and Edwards. Some months agw the local 
association found the Rock Island guilty of vio- 
lation of agreement and fined it $150.

and one was as obnoxious as the other. The 
climate, too, was declared intolerable, and in 
1632 Baltimore exchanged his territory for a 
tract on the Potomac River; but before it re- 
ceived the royal seal Baltimore died. The 
charter was issued three morths later to his 
son, the second Lord Baltimore. He ap- 
pointed his younger brother, Leonard, Gov- 
ernor of the colony and the first settlement 


was made in 1634. 

‘‘Of the proprietary governments Maryland 
was the first. It had a charter which adjusted 
the relations between the King and the pro- 
prietor, but it made no specific provision con- 
cerning the relations between the proprietor 
and the settlers, The charter was careful to 
guarantee that the colonists should not be de- 
prived of the rights which were the inheritance 
of every Englishman, so that Lord Baltimore 
could hardly have been legally an absolute 
monarch. As it was, his position was almost 
precisely that of a constitutional King, in ac- 
cordance with the idea of the Stuart period, 

‘*Some thirty years after the settlement of 
Maryland the Territory of Virginia was again 
curtailed—this time to the southward. In 
order to provide for some of his friends whose 
property had suffered in the great rebellion 
Charlies II. in 1663 made a grant of the land 
between Virginia and Florida to the Duke of 
Albemarle, the Earls of Shaftesbury and Clar- 
endon, Ofall the Southern colonies North 
Carolina was the one in which society was the 
most scattered. In South Carolina social life 
tended to concentrate in Charleston. But for 
the peculiar conformation of the coast North 
Carolina rather than Virginia would have 
been the first great American State. At the 
time of the Revolution North Curolina had a 
population of 200,000, one-fourthslaves. The 
white population was mainly English and was 
largely made up of shiftless persons from the 
Virginia colony and many ‘poor whites.’ 
They were in the main lawless in temper, 
and so the history of North Carolina is much 
more riotous than that of any of the others. 
The strength of the colony was in what might 
be called the non-English population. e 
settlement of South Carolina was different 
from that of its sister colony. At the time of 
the Revolution it had about the same pepe 
tion—200,000—but nearly three-fourths were 
negro slaves. Nearly half the white 

pulation was of foreign origin, that is, not 

nglish born. Most of these settlers had left 
their homes for religious reasons and were of 
a higher intelligence and energy than those 
left behind. Rice and indigo absorbed the 
attention of the colony. Both _ these 
were unhealth occupations and_ the 
slaves were literally worked to death 
and the relations between slave and 
master was different from thosein Virginia 
and Maryland. 

‘The slaves were a menace to society, and 

the settlers lived inconstantalarm. They hada 
sortof standing aay coin of 8,000 
well-drilled militia to keep the slaves in or- 
der. The planters did not live on their es- 
tates, but owned placesin Charleston, and the 
plantations were managed by overseers. 
“In 1732 James Oglethorpe conceived a plan 
for freeing the insolvent debtors who crowded 
the English prisons. The land between the 
Savannah River and the Spanish settlement 
in Florida was made over to a_ board of 
trustees and named Georgia in honor of 
George II. Oglethorpe was appointed Gev- 
ernor. German Protestants and Highlanders 
from Scotland were brought over in large 
numbers. All laws were made by the trustees, 
and the settlers had no voice in making the 
government,”

CANNOT INSPECT THE EVIDENCE. 


Indicted Michigan Officials Denied a Copy 
ot the Grand Jury Minutes. 

Lansing, Mich., March 14.—[Special.}— 
Circuit Judge Person denied the application 
of the indicted State officials for an order di- 
recting the prosecuting attorney to furnish 
them with a copy, of the minutes of the testi- 
mony taken before the grand jury. The Judge 
held that under the Michigan decisions he 
had no authority to make such an order, The 
motion to quash the indictments against Sec. 
retary of State Jacohim, Treasurer Hambit- 
zer, and Land Commissioner Berry was 
overruled, but the demand of each of these 
officials fora separate trial on each of the 
charges of willful neglect of duty and 
making a false public record was 
granted with the consent of Prosecuting-At- 
torney Gardner.

‘DODGING CREDITORS. 


ELEOTION BOARD IN DEBT AND 


OAN’T GET ANY OASH. 


Under the Appropriation for the Current 
Year, with All Obligations Met, Only 
$6,000 Remains, and That Will Not Be 
Available Till Certain Taxes Are Col- 
lected = Tug-Men Open the Fight 
Against Closed Bridges Over the North 
Branch=Drainige Board Budget. 

Members of the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners are busy dodging their creditors. The 
printer and the stationer were not paid for 
work for the last special election made neces- 
sary by the death of Mayor Harrison, and 
the clerks in the office have not been paid for 
three weeks, Just at this time the regular 
force is increased by the addition of special 
men doing the work preliminary to the 
Aldermanic election, and these special 
men have poor prospects of getting 
any pay for some time to come un- 
less the board can find some way of 
making the city find money for the 
bills. It was with this intention that Attor- 
ney Boyle of the board and Chief Clerk Tay- 
lor called upon Mayor Hopkins yesterday. The 
last year the board spent $100,000 and quit 
1893 owing $69,000. This year the Council ap- 
propriated $75,000. Controller Ackerman 
insists that from this the $69,000 must first 
be paid. Hence the board has for its use this 
year only about $6,000. But even that 
cannot be used until some taxes are cojlected. 
Meanwhile the creditots of the board are 
howling for money. The printer and paper 
man claim they bid low on the supposition 
that their bills would be paid promptly. The 
clerks say they worked with the expectation 
of getting some money after the labor was 
performed, and they are getting none. 

Messrs. Taylor and Boyle laid all these 
things before the Mayor yesterday. The at- 
torney read to his Honor a section of the elec- 
tion law providing that the expenses of the 
board shall be paid by the City Treasurer 
from any fund not otherwise appropriated. 
It was to make a descent upon any fund “‘ not 
otherwise appropriated’’ that the officials 
called, Controller Ackerman said the city 
has nosuch funds. It was suggested that the 
school fund be drawn upon, but the Mayor 
and the Controller would not listen to the 
proposition. The Mayor referred the high- 
priced election attorney and his associate to 
the Corporation Counsel to obtain his advice 
as to what could be done. The Mayor sug- 
gested the expenses of the election office could 
be reduced and that economy could be wisely 
practiced. Mr. Boyle suggested to the Corpo- 
ration Counsel that his salary of $4,000 and 
the other expenses could be paid out of 
the water fund. Mr. Rubens laughed. 
Mr.- Ackerman said the water- fund 
was carrying already more burdens than it 
could well stand up under. Mr. Boyle said 
the board would be willing to take some of 
the money collected in saloon licenses, but 
was told that was out of the question, as such 
funds have been appropriated. The policy of 
issuing a negotiable certificate of indebted- 
ness by the board was broached, but the Cor- 
poration Counsel was quite certain that would 
be the creation of new indebtedness and the 
State law prohibits that, the city having 
reached the limit. Messrs. Taylor and Boyle 
went away having gained nothing except the 
promise of the Corporation Counsel to look 
into the matter as soon as he can find the 
time. 

Meanwhile the members of the board will 
be obliged to continue dodging creditors. 
The financial affairs of the Election Board 
have been rur. at loose ends hitherto. Money 
has been spent lavishly, it-is said, where there 
was not the least necessity for using it. 


WHY PETTIGREW MUST GO, 


Gov. Altgeld Said to Be Carrying Out a 
DealeFor His Successor. 

Gov. Altgeld, the Lincoln Park Board, and 
the local Democratic bosses are engaged in 
an acrimonious wrangle over the proposed 
removal from office of Supt. Pettigrew of 
Lincoln Park. After the Democratic land- 
slide which floated Senators H. C. Bartling of 
the Sixth District and J. F. O’Malley of the 
Thirteenth District into the State Senate they 
and other Democratic officers-elect got to- 
gether and made a partition of the plunder 
and patronage between them. By this divis- 
ion it was agreed that Senator Bartling should 
have the Superintendency of Lincoln Park 
for his friend William C. Schiacke. The Park 
Board, however, refused to carry out this 
part of the program, and now that it has be- 
come almost entirely Democratic Bartling is 
trying to force it to remove Pettigrew and 
give the place to Schlacke. 

Bartling has been aided in his attack by 
Gov, Altgeld, who is now in the city for the 
purpose of seeing what he can do to make the 
board carry out his wishes, and is closeted at 
the Palmer House with the local politicians. 
The Park Commissioners on the other hand 
do not hesitate to express their intention to 
retain Pettigrew. Commissioners Waller, 
Winston, and Kirk are out of the city, but ex- 
pressed their views on the subject in no un- 
certain way before they left, and Commis- 
sioner Heuer at least is dead against the pro- 
posed decapitation for political reasons. 

Commissioner Heuer said yesterday: “ 
have been represented as saying that Gov. 
Altgeid had demanded of the board the re- 
moval of Supt. Pettigrew, and that I would 
fight the Governor on that issue to the last. I 
think that the report was intended to embrvil 
me with Gov. Altgeld. But both of these state. 
ments are false. I neversaid that Gov. Alt- 
geld had made such a demand. but, on the 
contrary, said that 1 did not know that he 
had; and I never said sucha thing as that I 
intended to fight the Governor. My opinion 
is, though. that Supt. Pettigrew is too efficient 
and too valuable an official to be removed 
from office for politi¢al reasons. I cannot be 
a party to the removal of such a man from 
oftice simply because he is a Republican. 

‘*Mr. Pettigrew isia Republican, but not a 
partisan, and never was one. He devotes 
himself to his duties, and has never adminis- 
tered the affairs of the park for political pur- 
poses. The statement that he has the appoint- 
ment of 500 or 600 workmen is a gross ex- 
aggeration. He never employs over 200 
men, even in the busy season, and generally 
nearer 125; and they are all mere laborers, 
He never tmeddles with their politics, So 
there is no excuse whatever for turning Mr. 
Pettigrew out, and I for one will not assist in 
aoing so, though I cannot speak for the board. 
I am not opposed to the law giving the Gov- 
ernor the power to appoint the Park Commis- 
sioners. It wasenacted to keep park man- 
agement out of politics, and has had that ef- 
fect so far. But the removal of Mr. Petti- 
grew for political reasons would be a step 
backward in that reapect.”’ 

Franklin Mac Veagh said: ‘‘I have never seen 
Lincoln Park in as good condition as it is 
now, and [I should be sorry indeed to see 
Supt. Pettigrew removed. I am not interested 
in him in any way and am not even acquained 
with him. But I have taken the trouble to 
make inquiries about him, and what I have 
learned has corroborated the impression 
made upon me by his work at the park, that 
he is a remarkably efficient officer. 

‘*T should be especially sorry to see Supt. 
T 
question is whether the park is to be in S aace 
or out of politics, If it is to be in pelities, then 
the Superintendant is: to be constantly re. 
moved for political reasons, and the resuit 
will be that it wili become impossible to get 
a decent and efficient man to accept the po. 
sition. Then ouf beautiful park will run down 
and become worthless. 

“T am in favor, though, of reinforcing 
Supt. Pettigrew. Good as he is Lincoln 
Park has never felt the benefit of a master 
mind in landscape gardening. Frederick 
Law Olmsted, who has been engaged to give 
direction to the improvements at Jacksun 
Park, ought by all means to be secured to do 
the same for Lincoln Park.”’

Gas Contract’s Legality Questioned. 

Corporation Counsel Rubens is at work on the 
opinion asked by Ald.Gallagher and Noble as to 
the validity of the coutract entered into by the 
city and the gas companies during the Washburne 
administration, under which the companies are 
pledged to reduce the price of gas to consumers 5- 
cents ver 1,000 cubic feet each year until such a 
time as the regular price to such consumers shall 
be $1 a thousand.

The aldermen 
claim the price of gas practically has not been 
reduced since the contract was made, Its legali- 
ty is questioned.

RISKS REFUSED ON AQOOUNT OF 
FRAME BUILDINGS, 


Property-Owners Near Jackson Park Are 
Unable to Protect Their Bulldings by 
Policies on Account of the Combustible 
Structures Erected Previous to and Dur- 

-ing the Wegid's FaireFraternal Com- 
panies in Maryland Oppose State Con- 
troleStatement of the Boylston: 


Property-owners in the vicinity of J 
Park are still suffering from the ceteed the 
cheap frame structures which were put up ia 
the neighborhood of the park. insurance 
companies refuse to write one dollar of insur- 
ance on many of the insurable buildings be- 
cause of their proximity to frame structures. 
The Colonies Hotel, for instance, can get no 
insurance, Other notable structures are in the 
same unfortunate condition. Meanwhile the 
Building Commissioner is being appealed to 
by the property-owners to have the objection- 
able buildings removed. It was generally un- 


“derstood when the permits were granted for 


these frame structures that a clause was tu be 
included providing for the removal of the 
buildings after the Exposition period. It now 


develops that fewer than a dozen had this 


provision included. The Commissioner at 
the time the permits were issued was suscepti- 
ble to the influences which the builders of the 


structures brought to bear on him to leave 


out the removal clause. 
FIGHT FOR THE FRATERNAL BILL. 


Regular Life Companies Try to Secure 
Legislation in Maryland. 
Battrmore, Md., March 12.—[Special Cor- 
respondence,|—The regular life insurance 
companies are making a strong fight for the 
passage of the bill by the Legislature to bring 
fraternal organizations, such as the United 
Workmen, Iron Hall, and endowment socie- 
ties generally, under the contru! of the State 
Insurance Commissioner. In a memorial to 
the Legislature the representatives in Mary- 
land of the various life insurance companies 
protest against the disposition of certain 
members of the Legislature to excuse frater- 
nal orders from coming under the supervision 
of the Insurance Department. These frua- 
ternal _ orders, the memorial says, 
are hothing more than assessment 
insurance companies, operating under 
the lodge system, and while the insurance 
companies have no particular criticism to 
make against them, it is claimed that they 
should pay their proportion of the taxes for 
the support of the Insurance Department of 
the State and make reports thereto, so that 
their financial condition can beseen. “All 
this talk about fraternal sentiment,” con- 
tinues the memorial, ‘‘ is well in its place, but 
these orders do an insurance business and 
should be compelled to comply with reason- 
uble insurance requirements. The matter of 
procuring insurance, is a business, and 
these orders, in *\ order that there 
should be proper mpetition and no 
class legislation. should comply with 
the same rules and regulations as other com- 
panies. They are not entitled to any special 
consideration. They are generally controlled 
by a close board of first incorporators even 
more completely than stockholders, and 
thereforé should be submitted to the same 

pars as insurance companies.” 

‘he opposition to the bill, however, is in- 
creasing. The fraternal orders, which first 
favored it, now oppose it, because of the claim 
set up by the insurance companies that fra- 
ternal orders should be treated the same as 
regular companies, 

rotests entered by the various orders state 
that the law affects the rights of citizens of 
Maryland in an unusual manner, and certain 
orders, like the American Legion of Honor, 
Chosens Friend, etc., paying a benefit at the 
end of life expectancy, or dividends from 
their surplus, are not provided for in the bill. 
Restrictions are also placed upon the Endow- 
ment Rank of the Knights of Pythias. Ten 
thousand members of ante-mortem orders in 
the State are cast out, notwithstanding that 
more than $4,000,000 has been paid by 
them in sick benefits alone. It is claimed 
that its prostpes only favorafew orders 
paying eath benefits exciusively, and that 
large fees will accrue to the Insurance Depart- 
ment, which, while requiring $4 for two ab- 
stracts of publication, does not require their 
publication or of other reports. It is claimed 
that those who favor the bill are officers of 
orders with political affiliations in Baltimore 
and that they do not represent the rank and 
file of the membership. 


OHIO BARS A NEW YORK CONCERN, 


The Guarantee and Accident Lieyds Ad- 
judged Not to Be a Corporation. 

Cotumsvus, O., March 14.—{Special.]|—The 
Guarantee and Accident Lloyds, a New York 
insurance concern composed of 100 citizens 
of New York, among them C. S. Fairchild, 
William C. Whitney, Daniel Lamont, and L. 
P. Morton, has been barred from doing busi- 
ness in Ohio by a decision of the Su- 
preme Court. The persons interested 
in the concern contribute the capital 
and share the profits equally under 
an individual agreement. It is not a cor- 
poration nor a partnership, and they cannot 
be sued collectively. The court holds that 
the insurance statutes of Ohiodo not contem- 
plate licensing such aconcern. Asa result 
the Department of Insurance will natify all 
the concern’s agents in Ohio to cease doing 
business at once. Thestyle of the case was 
the State of Ohio ex-rel.

The Traders’ of Chicago has decided to quit 
writing insurance in the States of Oregon 
and Washington and will reinsure its present 
risks. A contractifor the business will prob- 
ably be closed with the Firemen’s Fund. The 
Traders’ began in the two States indicated 
five years ago and is not pleased with the re- 
sults. The business has not been altogether 
profitable, and it is too far distant from San 
Francisco to be properly managed. These 
are given as the reasons for reinsuring. The 
premiums written last year In the two States 
amounted to approximately $20,000. The 
company did not feel that it would pay to 
place a manager in the territory, and the 
nearest manager was too far distant.

SANTA FE’S REASONS FOR RATE CUTTING. 


The Officers Declare the Chicago and North- 
western Forced Them to It. 

As required by the terms of the Western 
Passenger Association agreement the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé yesterday sub 
ted a statement to Chairman Caldwell in 
justification of its action in reducing the pas- 
senger rate from Chicagoto the Missouri 
River from $12.50 to $10, Evidence is pro- 
duced showing that cut rate tickets have been 
sold over the Chicago and Northwestern and 
Union Pacific from Chicago to the Pacific 
coast, and that the Santa Fé was compelled to 
make the reduction in order to protect its in- 
terests. : 

Among other things the Santa Fé people 
state that March 8 and 9 the company’s City 
Passenger Agent, Mr. Connell, brought ‘in- 
formation that the sealpers at Chicago were 
making rates from Chicago to California 
points ranging from $30 to $32 one way, 
first-class, and from $54 to $55 round trip. 
These rates were quoted for straight tickets 
without rebate, dnd were quoted via the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern only. The fact that 
these rates were quoted via the Chicago and

Allison's Motion to Reconsider Is Defeated 
by a Positive Majority~Refusal te Re- 
commit the Measure for Correction of 
a Glaring Ambiguity~Likelihood That 
the Scheme Will Not Be Vetoed=New 
Law Governing Tax Collections=More 
Postmasters Nominated,

* _Bland’s seigniorage vacuum bill is as good 


as passed. Today’s votes in the Senate on 
Allison’s motion to reconsider in order that 
the bill might be opened to amendment, and 
on Manderson’s motion to recommit with ixt- 
-gtructions to correct one of the most glaring 
‘ambiguities, were decisive. They show the 
bill will pass by practically a two-thirds ma- 
jority. Allison’s motion was voted down, 45 
to 28, while Manderson’s was defeated, 44 
to 27. Many of the Senators who voted 
against those motions admitted that the bill 
was very crude legislation, and that it ought 
to be corrected, but they were not willing to 
take the chances of amendments which would 

send it back to the House. 
It is worth noting that on Allison’s motion 


‘there were just seven Democrats who were 


willing that the bill should be open to amend- 
ment. Gray of Delaware was paired in favor 
of the motion, making atotai of eight. Nearly 
all the Democrats who, under the spur of the 
administration and the allurements of patron- 
age, voted for the repeal of the Sherman act, 


| lie flopped over to the support of the seigniorage 


bill. Among these were Lindsay of Kentucky, 
Mills of Texas, Faulkner, and Chairman Voor- 
hees himself. Hill also voted with the seign- 
jorage Senators. Some of these Democratic 
Senators have free silver constituencies and 
they are trying to square themselves because 
they voted for the repeal of the Sherman law. 
Others have no such excuse and Hill is one of 


them. 
Question of a Veto. 


The certainty of the bill passing the Senate 
tomorrow raises the question of President 
Cleveland’s probable action. Positive state- 
ments can be had that he will veto it, and that 
he will not. Itis pretty sure that the mere 
addition of $55,000,000 fiat money in order 
to avoid another bond issue will not cause the 
bill to be vetoed. There.is no evidence what- 
lever that Secretary Carlisle has changed his 
views in regard to utilizing this seigniorage, 
and he proposed to.do it months ago without 
the sanction of Congress, but the section of 
the bill which provides for coining the bullion 
now in the Treasury and for the redemption 
of the outstanding Treasury notes of 1890 in 
‘gilver certificates based on that coinage is 
open to the gravest objections, even from 
Carlisie’s shifting standpoint. This is the 
precise meuning of the bill, though it may be 
covered up with verbiage. The .measure 
could never have been passed without this 
section. The silver State Senators cared 
nothing for the coinage of the seigniorage, 
but they wanted to get the bullion now in the 
Treasury coined. The Democratic Senators 
for the most part cared nothing about the 
bullion in the Treasury, but they wanted fiat 
money instead of bonds. So a bargain wus 


White House this week. 
If President Cleveland decides to veto the 
measure he can find ample ground in its

They point out that he 
took this course with the bill for the recoin- 
ing of the trade dollars, and also that a veto 
of the oleomargarine bill was changed into 
an executive approval, There have been some 
hints from the Treasury and the White House, 
though not conclusive ones, that if the great 
majority of Democratic Senators support the 
measure the- President may approve it in 
order that the silver issue may be taken out 
of the next campaign. That will bea very 
poor pretext, because silver cannot be elimi- 
nated. The silveritesin both House and Sen- 
ate are preparing to follow up the seigniorage 
meusure with a free coinage bill in order that 
the issue may be made prominent in the cam- 


paign. 
In his speeeh advocating the passage of the 
bill Mr. Teller sarcastically resented the as- 
sumption of certain Senators that they were 
the custodians of all the honesty ang@ all the 
wisdom and knowledge on financial subjects 
and that they alone were interested in pre- 
serving the credit of the country. The state- 
ment so frequently made of late that the 
country was in danger of being placed on a 
silver basis he characterized as untrue. 
* But,” he added, “‘we are on a gold basis 
now and does any one think that the condi- 
tion of the United States is now a happy one? 
If we do get to asilver basis we cannot be 
worse off than we are and it is a notorious 
fact that the countries which are on a silver

region already infested. A sing‘c plant of 
average size bears from 20,000 to 30.000 
seeds. Plants have been found six feet in 
diameter and estimated to bear 200,000 
seeds, Atthis time all the counties of South 
Dakota, east of the Missouri River, and 
twenty counties of North Dakota are infested 
With the weed, and the plants have crossed to 
the west side of the Missouri River in at 
least four places in those States. Two 
counties in Western Minnesota, three in 
Northwestern Iowa, and four in Northeastern 
Nebraska are thoroughly impregnated with 
the weed. Altogether this makes one almost 
continuous area of about 40,000 square 
miles which has become more or less covered 
with the Russian thistle. There are besides 
many isolated localities along the railroads as 
far east as Madison, Wis., west of Denver, 
Colo., and south to the southern border of Ne. 
braska, where the plants have been introdaced. 
: plant is an annual easily killed at any 
time during the growing season; it produces 
no seed before the middie of August or fitst of 
September, and the seed is short lived. It 
therefore offers exceptionally good opportu- 
nities for being checked or even exterminated. 
or any effective measure, however, there 
must be concerted action. Ail remedies 
given, the report says, are directed to destroy 
the plants before they produce seed. It has 
en suggested that each farmer make a tem- 
porary tence bj planting a double row of sun- 
flowers about his farm each season. The

NEW LAW FOR COLLECTION OF TAXES. 


United States Courts May Not Interfere 
with State Atithorities. 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 14.—After con- 
siderable discussion the House Judiciary 
committee has agreed on the terms of a bill 
to prevent interference in ‘the collection of 
State, county, and municipal taxes assessed 
against corporations and corporate property. 
The discussion of these matters had its incep- 
tion iu the recent railroad troubles in South 
: : 

Carolina, as a result of an attempt to collect 
taxes from railroads in the hands of receivers. 
Mr, Latimer of South Carolina early in the 
present session introduced a bill to facilitate 
the collection of such taxes, and in lieu of that 
bill the committee agreed upon one proposed 
by Representative De Armond of Missouri. 
The bill agreed upon is as ro)lows: 

That taxes assessed by State, county, or mu- 
nicipal authority against any corporation or cor- 
pores property shall not be classed as debts to 

passed upon in the first instance by any court 
of the United States, but shall be collectable by 
the proper authorities of such State, county, or 
municipality according to the assessment, 
whether such corporation be in the hands of re- 
ceivers or not; and no Judge or courtof the 
United States shall have any other or greater 
authority to restrain, enjoin, or in any 
way interfere with the collection of 
such taxes against any corporation or 
corporate property as well as the sale of any 
property forthe collection of any such taxes, 
provided that any and all property taken out of 
the hands of the receiver and from under the 
control of the court and not'sold for such taxes 
shall be returned to the receiver and shall be 
again under the controlof the court; and pro- 
vided, further, that a corporation or a receiver of 
a corporation shall have the same right that a 
citizen of such State, county, or municipality 
may have under the laws of such State to apply 
for the abatement of any tax, or to sue or defend 
on account of any alleged overassessment or im- 
proper assessment in any court having jurisdic- 
non.

IN DEEP PERPLEXITY. 


DEMOORATS MUDDLED OVER TARIFF 
AND REOIPROOITY. 


Leaders at Loggerheads Touching Some of 
the Provisions of the Senate BilleAlle- 
gations That McKinley Treaties Are 
Nullified=Protest Entered by New York 
Merchants and Exporters Touching the 
Sugar Schedules—Attack Is Made in the 
House on the River Commissions. 


Wasuineton, D. C., March 14.—[Special. | 
—The Democratic majority in the Finance 
committee is still lost in the wilderness. Now 
its members claim that everything is clear as 
mud about the reciprocity agreements, that 
there is no similarity between the Hawaiian 
treaty and the arrangements entered into 
under the McKinley law.. They affect to be- 
lieve that under their, provisions all sugar 
would pay the dutx whether it comes from 
Germany, Cuba, or any other country. This 
they declare is so plain that it should not 
Nevertheless, as they have 
given. out contrary explanations, the 
subject requires a little more light. The 
Louisiana Senators and Representatives are 
going to take no chances. After a consulta- 
tion between Senators Caffery and Blanchard 
and Representatives in the House, along with 
the planters, it was decided that an amend- 
ment should be submitted to the(com mittee 
which will leave no room for doubt that all 
sugars shall pay aduty. The House bill was 
passed on the lines of free sugar, and the ef- 
fort to adjust the understanding of its mem- 
bers as to the reciprocity arrangements to the 
Senate bill with its sugar duty are confusing. 
The Louisiana folks propuse to say in their 
amendment that the duty applies to ali sugars 
from whatever country imported, but they 
want to putin a proviso which will not de- 
stroy reciprocity arrangements, in so far as 
relates to hides and coffee. 

Value of the Agreements. 

They can save themselves the trouble. The 
value of the. reciprocity agreements with 
Spain and with Germany is in their securing 
u continued free market to Cuban sugars and 
the Gerinun beet sugars respectively. When 
this market is closed Spain and Germany are 
not going to keep open their markets to Amer- 
icon products. Said Senator Allison this 
afternoon, when speaking of the matter: “It 
ought to be clear to any one that you cannot 
deprive a country trading with you of certain 
specified benefits, securgd by a reciprocal 
agreement, and then have it continue to give 
vou the benefit of its markets. If Congress is 
going to put a duty on sugar from Spain’s 
colonies and from Germany those countries 
will, of course, deny us the concessions that 
have been granted. Idon’tsee any way of 
refusing free entry to their sugar and keeping 
free entry for our breadstuffs and pork.”’ 

This is the understanding of everybody out- 
side of the bunglers who constitute the Dem- 
ocratic majority in the Finance committee. 
Cuban ports discriminated in favor of Amer- 
ican flour and wheat. Germany raised the 
embargo on American pork and granted 
other concessions to agricultural products. 
When it begins to pay a duty on sugar it will 
undoubtedly reimpose the embargo, and the 
pork inspection established in Chicago and 
elsewhere under the direction of the Agri- 
cultural Department will be dropped. The 
foree of miscroposcists and other employés 
in the Inspection Bureau will also be dropped. 
Whatever benefit Chicago Las had from Ger- 
many raising the embargo will be destroyed. 


Dallying with the Bill, 


At the meeting of the Finance committee 
today no progress was made in the detailed 
consideration of the bill. It was not taken 
up by schedule. The committee skipped about 
at its pleasure. Some fresh suggestions from 
Republican members pointing out dispropor- 
tionate duties were received and noted by the 
Democratic majority. It is admitted that 
there will be many changes. The si!ver Sen- 
ators from the Northwest, under Fred Du- 
bois’ management, are going to ask still fur- 
ther concessions, and, as these are in the line 
of protection, nobody grudges them. Under 
Dubois’ maneuvering the white lead trust and 
the smelters were brought to an agreement 
for a duty on silver lead ores. This was to 
keep their own products from going on the 
free list. Having secured a duty on 
silver lead res, the Northwestern Sen- 
ators now ask something further. /Yes- 
terday Senator Shoup of Idaho appeared 
before the committee and asked for an in- 
crease in the rate, as well as the adoption of 
an amendment which will prevent frauds in 
assay. The substance of the amendment re- 
quires an assay which will be under the direc- 
tion of the Treasury Department, and will se- 
cure a correct valuation of ore for dutiable 
purposes. They may not get an increase of 
duty, but Senator Dubois said this afternoon 
they had the promise that the amendment would 
be adopted. This in itself is equivalent toa 

rotection of perhaps one-half cent per pound. 

nthe end the young Idaho Senator will 
probably suggest to the committee that if 
they will compromise on the full McKinley 
rate he will not ask for anything more. The 
works at Aurora and South Chicago are inter- 
ested in these changes, which are for their 
benefit. These places now secure their ore 
from the Northwestern mining States, and 
they want protection against cheap Mexican 
ores, 


ATTACKS THE RIVER COMMISSIONS, 


Wilson Asserts That Contracts Are 
“Full of Public Plunder.” 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 14.—No amend- 
ments of importance to the sundry civil bill 
were adopted today, although Northwestern 
members made a vigorous effort in the House 
to increase the amount for the survey of pub- 
lic lands. The appropriation for the geologi- 
eal survey, which usually encounters bitter 
opposition, passed unchallenged, the amount 
appropriated being $414,000. The bill was 
passed lending for one year the Spanish cara- 
vels Nina, Pinta, and Santa Maria, 

Qn motion of Mr. Holman the followi 
amendment to the sundry civil bill was adde 
to the paragraph providing for expenses of 
hearings in land entries: 

That there be added to Sec. 7 of the act to re- 
peal the timber culture laws, approved March 8, 
1891, the following proviso: * Provided, furcher, 
that nothing in this sectico shall be construed to 
apply to acontest pending prior to the passage 
of this act, and any person who initiated a con- 
test prior thereto shall have the right upon can- 
cellation of the prior entry to enter the tract in- 
volved under any of the land laws prior to the 
date of this act, had he been qualified if this act 
had not passed.’ 

When the items were reached making ap- 
propriations for river and harbor improve. 
ments under the continuing contract system 
Mr. Wilson (Rep., Wash.) created something 
of asensation by his severe denunciation of 
the system and the various river commissions. 

Mr. Broderick (Rep., Kas.) wanted the item 
relating tothe Missouri. River Commission 
passed over temporarily. Mr. Wilson in- 
sisted that these items should be thoroughly 
ventilated. He charged that these contracts 
were full of public plunder and wanted the 
work of the commissions analyzed and dis- 
sected. With his characteristic fervor he was 
brandishing his arms in the air, while the 
Chairman was vainly endeavoring to call him 
to order. At last, when the gavel had subdued 
the torrent of words, Mr. Wilson asserted 
calinly, amid much laughter, that he was per- 
fectly cool. 

After a few words in defense of the contract 
system from Mr. Dingley the Missouri River 
item was passed over in accordance with Mr. 
Broderick’s suggestion.

NULLIFIES RECIPROCITY TREATIES. 


Vest and the Sugar Men Agree as to the 
Effect of the Tariff Bill. 

Wasuineron, D. C., March 14.—The ques- 
tion as to whether the commercial agree- 
ments, generally known as_ reciprecity 
treaties, made under the McKinley uct will 
be nullified by the Wilson bill if it should be. 
come a law is stili attracting attention at the 
Capitol. Those interested in securing a duty 
on sugar have become somewhat less appre- 
hensive since Senator Vest expressed the 
opinion that the effect of the bill wouid be to 
abrogate all these agreements, but they are 
still fearful that the phrase in the provision 
for the repeal of the reciprocity clause, which 
states that *“*the repeal question shall not af. 
fect any, act done or any right accruing or 
accrued before the said repeal,” gnay operate 
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to continue the agreements in operation, or to 

render it a question which will lead to misun- 
derstanding and dispute. Senators Caffery 
and Blanchard both agree with the position 
taken by Senator Vest. 

Astatement having been published to the 
effect that Mr. Caffery had given the re 
sentatives of the beet sugar industry in Kan- 

sas and Nebraska the assurance that he would 
introduce an amendment to the Senate bill 
directing the President to notify the countries 
with whom there are reciprocity treaties that 
all such treaties will be abrogated three 
months after the date on which the new tariff 
law goes into effect, Sendtor Caffery was 
asked if he contemplated such a course and 
replied that he did not, as he did not consider 
it would be necessary. “The proposed law,” 
said he, ‘‘repeals the reciprocity clause of the 
McKinley law pro tanto, and any further pro- 
ceedings would be useless.’’ 

Senator Blanchard said the Wilson bill 
would put the sugar business on ab entirely 
different basis from what it had occupied un- 
der the McKinley law, as under that act sugar 
had come in free, and he did not apprehend 
any trouble in construing the Wilson bill, 
when it shall become a law, as a repeal of the 
reciprocity clause. 

The United States has reciprocity agree- 
ments made under the McKinley law with 
Brazil, Spain for the colonies of Cuba and 
Puerto Rico, Germany. San Domingo, Salva- 
dor, the British West Indian colonies, Nica- 
ragua, Guatemala, Costa Rica, Honduras, 
France and her colonies, and Austria-Hun- 


gary.

MERCHANTS, 


New York Importers and Dealers Pick 
Flaws in the Sugar Schedule. 

Wasuineron, D. C., March 14,—Messrs. 
Osgood, Welsh, P. J. Smith, John Farr, 
and J. S. Connell of New York were at the 
Capitol today in conference with mem- 
bers of the Senate Committee on Finance for 
the purpose of protesting against the sugar 
schedule. The gentlemen said they repre- 
sented the sugar importers and merchants.( 
They took the position that the entire schea- 
ule was based upon a wrong principle and ad- 
vocated a complete‘change, urging in its 
stead a scale of specific rates. They proposed 
a duty to begin with of 68-100 of a cent for 
sugar 75 degrees fine by the palariscopic test, 
gradually increasing the rate foreach degree 
of tineness until it would be 1.40. cents for 
sugar testing 100 degrees, with an additional 
duty on sugar over 16 Dutch stanaard in 
color. Their reason for asking this increase 
on account of color, they saia, is found in the 
fact that if it is not granted foreign refined 
sugar would come in at the same rate as raw 
sugar of similar test, while owing to its color 
the refined article would be worth a cent 
more per pound. : 

They submitted a protest against the pro- 
posed sugar schedule in the Senate bill signed 
by about fifty sugar importers and dealers. 
In presenting this protest the delegation of- 
fered two objections tu the gradations of sugar 
in the schedules as proposed : 

1. All raw sugar aboves 96 degress polariza- 
tion is in effect prohibited from importation be- 
cause it would be charged the same rate of i> 4 
as that levied on the most highly finished prod- 
uct of foreign refiners. es 

2. All grades of refined sugar polarizing 96 de- 
grees or less would be admitted into this coun- 
try at the same rate of duty as that levied on raw 
sugars of corresponding polarization. 

‘* In short,”’ adds the protest, ** the sched- 
ule in effect prohibits the importation of any 
but refined sugar.”’ Concluding they say: 

It is diffieult to understand the object of the 
committee in recommending this schedule as put 
forth. If the object is to destroy the sugar trust 
the full effect of the blow is ignored, because in 
pulling up the tares the wheat would also be 
ruined. A legitimate industry covering many in- 
terests would be destroyed by this blow struck at 
the trust. 


FORA GREAT CAVALRY TOURNAMENT. 


Formal Invitation Sent to Have an Ameri- 
can Troop Participate, 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 14.—The United 
States Government has heeu formally invited 
to send a troop of cavalry to London, En- 
gland, to participate in the royal cavalry tour- 
nament to take place in May next. The tour- 
nament is under the patronage of the Prince 
of Wales, the Duke of Clarence, and the Brit- 
ish military uuthorities. Ali the principal 
armies of the world have been in- 
vited to send cavalry representatives, 
and the affair will be international in charac- 
ter. Each government is expected to send 
the flower of its mounted troops, and the com- 
petition in the drilland maneuvers will be 
specially sharp and active. ‘The United States 
army has never participated inan affair of 
this kind, and there is some question as to 
whether or not the invitation can be legally 
accepted. Gen. Schofield is specially proud 
of our cavalry and is confident of its ability to 
hold its own against the world in a cumpet- 
itive drill. 


ERICSON WILL CONTEST AT MADISON. 


Northwestern University Students Finally 
End Their Bitter Fight. 

Dr. Henry Wade Rogers is still President 
of Northwestern University and J. Mark Eric- 
son will be the representative from Evanston 
to the contest of the Northern Oratorical 
League. This was decided by the students at 
Evanston yesterday and the decision is final. 
The mass-meeting was the largest that has 
been held during the prolonged and bitter 
struggle, both sides having their adherents out 
in full force. Mr. Mooney in the meeting 
said that he had intended to move in the 
Monday meeting that Mr. Ericson be sent to 
Madison as orator, but by mistake he had 
said **delegate.”’ He then moved that the 
word ** orator’’ be inserted in the minutes in- 
stead of *“‘delegate.’’ In the discussions that 
followed the Goshen men contended that he 
had won fairly and therefore he 
should represent the university and 
that sentiment should not enter into 
the question. LEricson’s friends did not 
think it a question so much as toe who won, 
but as to whether the dignity of President 
Rogers and the university should be upheld.

A committee of three ap- 
pointed todraw up a statement for publica- 
tion declared the sentiment of the students to 
be “ that the trouble was the outcome of an 
oversight on the pert of the officers of the as- 
sociation to inform President Rogers of cer- 
tain. provisions of the constitution concerning 
the grading of the contestants. No favoritism 
was shown by the President to any of the con- 
testants.”’

Leading Western Educators Take Part in 
Exercises at Colorado Springs. 

Covorapo Sprines, Colo., March 14,— 
[Special.|—Two years ago N. P. Coburn of 
Newton, Mass., gave $50,000 for a library to 
Colorado College at Colorado Springs. Of 
this amount $45,000 hus teen expended in 
the erection and equipment of a building in 
the. college park and $5,000 was added to an 
endowment fund whose income is to be ex- 
pended for the purchase of books. The 
library’s nucleus already comprises 10,000 
volumes, and a $5,000 thank offering by citi- 
zens is materializing rapidly.

Sister Cecelia's Identification Not Com- 
plete, but a Woman Physician Remem- 
bers Her as “Louise Wilson "School 
Companion Says the Plainti® Was 
Proud of Her Acquaintance with Mr, 
Breckinridge, “ the Star of Kentucky ” 
The “Rhodes Letter” Produced. 


Wasuinetox, D. C,, March 14.—[Special. 
—In the Poliard-Breckinridge case partons 
major portion of the testimony taken had ref- 
erence to the identity of the plaintiff with 
Miss Burgoyne and Louise. Wilson. It was 
shown to the satisfaction of all present that at 
various institutions where she was cared for 
Miss Pollard took assumed names. as she de- 
clared, for the purpose of protecting the man 
who had ruined her. Two witnesses and a 
long deposition by Dr. Kate Perry of Cincin- 
nati consumed this session, the only enliven. 
ing feature being the ruling out by J udge 
Bradley of irrelevant cross-examination by 
the defense, 

The testimony of Sister Cecelia of Pueblo, 
Col., formerly Superior of the Norwood Asy- 
lum, near Cincinnati, was resumed when the 
trial commenzed. Miss Pollard was again in 
the court-rvom, sitting nearly in front of 
Col. Breckinridge. Replymg to Attorney 
Carlise’s questions Sister Cecelia said that 
she had a good memory for names but a poor 
memory for faces. She could not affirm pos- 
itively that Miss Pollard had been an inmate 
of the Norwood Convent, nor could she Buy 
that ehe had not. :' 

Defense Wins a Point. 

A dispute arose between counsel over the 
question of admission as evidence of the wit- 
ness’ opinion as to the identity of the young 
woman, and Judge Bradley ruled in favor of 
the defendant, the prosecution excepting. 

When asked if there had been a patient by 
the name of Burgoyne she answered, “ The 
name is not familiar to me.” 

The reading of a deposition by, Kate Perry 


' Kane of No. 62 Front street. Cincinnati. who 


had been in the spring of 1885 a member of 
the firm of Drs. Puchanan & Perry, was be- 
gun by Mr, Carlisle. Mrs. Kane remembered 
that Miss Pollard had boarded in their house 
as Dr. Buchanan’s patient under the name of 
Miss Louise Wilson, identifying the plaintiff 
positively.

The boarder was un- 
derstood to be an unmarried woman, and 
once, after she had been to meet a friend at a 
hotel about some financial matters, Dr. Kane 
asked why she did not marry the friend, to 
which Miss Pollard replied that she could not; 
that he had ruined her and she loathed him; 
had steeled her heart against him and would 
not marry him although he had offered to 
marry her. 

Mr. Carlisle called Dr. Belle Buchanan, and 
she walked around to the witness stand and 
took the oath.

The Contested Rhodes Letter. 


An affidavit by Mrs. Wesleyan Robertson, 
wife of William F. Robertson of Cincinnati 
and daughter of Dr. Brown, the President of 
Wesleyan Seminary in 1883 and 1884, was 
read by Mr. Carlisie. The deponent had been 
a student at the seminary when Madeline Pol- 
lard was there, had been given by Miss Pol- 
lard a letter to be opened the night of her 
graduation, in June, 1885. She had last seen 
the letter when her husband gave it. to Col. 
Breckinridge without her consent. Here Mr. 
Stoll had said before the notary that he had 
the letter, wanted the court to protect him in 
the possession of it, and intended tu offer it to 
the witness for identification. 

** But you did not get it honestly,”’ the wit- 
ness replied, 

The letter was identified by her. In the cor- 
respondence the witness had once, in August, 
1884, addressed Miss Pollard as ‘*‘ Madeline 
Lillian Breckinridge Pollard.” 

Miss Pollard had said that her father was a 
great admirer of Mr. Breckinridge’s father; 
that she herseif admired W. C. P. Breckin- 
ridge greatly, ashe was then “the star of 
kentucky,” a statement which, even read by 
Mr. Carlisle at second hand, stirred a laugh, In 
one letter Mise Pollard had spoken of her 
deep debt of gratitude to Mr. Rhodes and 
wrote: “How can [I ever marry the old 
wretch?” The witness had understood that 
Rbodes was Miss Pollard’s guardian ana 
wanted to marry her. 

According to the witness Miss Pollard had 
been an exceptionally bright and ladylike 
girl. Miss Pollard had told of her visit home 
on account of the death of her sister and of 
meeting Col. Breckinridge on the train. “ I 
remem ber very distinctly that she was much 
elated that a man of his standing should come 
to her and address her,’”’ said the witness. 
‘* We heard a great deal of this incident. I 
thought Miss Pollard as pure-minded a girl 
asl ever met. My first impressions were 
that she had been taken advantage of and I 
always retained them. She spoke of Mr. 
Breckinridge as a kind, fatherly old man.” 


Miss Pollard Wrote Verses. 


The contested letter was then read. It has 
been widely printed. She told of the offer of 
Rhodes to her, asked how she could ever 
marry the old rake, and announced her inten- 
tion of telling Mrs. Brown, as she could not 
lead a secret life. There were some verses, 
and a literary production, a prophecy, en- 
titled ** Destiny,’’ written by Miss Pollard in 
school. While there was some literary merit 
to the produetion, its relevancy to the case 
was not apparent, except as an evidence that 
Miss Pollard had been an exceptionally bright 
schoolgirl. It was particularly sentimental 
in its strain. After Miss Pollard’s attorneys 
had expressed a desire for copies of the letter 
and prophecy for purposes of their own the 
court adjourned. 


Hiler Locked Up at Bloomington, Il.

INCOME TAX IN THE UNITED STATES. 

During the rebellion the urgent need of 
money forced the United States Government 
to impose an income tax. No other tax was 
as odious, and it was repealed as soon a8 pos- 
sible after the war was over. Its methods 
were inquisitorial and obnoxious, and the fact 
were 
thrown open to the public made it all the 
more offensive. Convinced of the injustice of 
the law, thousands of people did not hesitate 
to evade it if they could, even when they had 
to resort to perjury to do so. 

These unpleasant experiences of the General 
Government with the income tax are men- 
tioned by Mr. Wells in his article in the March 
Forum. He writes at length there: of some- 
thmg not so familiar to the public—the 
attempt to collect an income tax in Boston. 
The taxation system of Massachusetts is a 
very illiberal one, and in no State is the ad- 
ministration of tax laws more stringent and 
arbitrary. What that Commonwealth fails to 
do in the taxing line no other State, nor the 
Federal Government, need hope to actom- 
plish. Mr. Wells says: 

This Massachusetts system finds its fullest ex- 
emplification in the City of Boston; and the offi- 
cials who constitute its department of municipal 
taxation never indulge, as the taxpayers well 
know, in much sentiment in the discharge of 
their duties. The acknowledged representative 
of this board for many years never hesitated to 
say that he recognized but one principle, and that 
was that in matters of taxation the taxpayer had 
no rights which the State was buund to respect; 
and, as Chairman of a State commission which 
some years ago made a report to the Legislature, 
and with the Deciaration of Independence con- 
fronting him with its agsertion that it is@ self- 
evident truth that ‘all men are endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable rights,” he also 
gravely asserted that ‘“‘the individual person [in 
Massachusetts] has no inalienable rights except 
that to his own righteousness.”’ 

Boston has an income tax. On the blank 
on which a taxpayer is required to schedule 
his property he has to set down his income 
also. Ifhe fails to do so the Board of As- 
sessors, meeting in private, determines arbi- 
trarily what his income should be. The tax 
on account of income is lumped in with the 
other taxes, and thus the taxpayer does not 
know how much he has been charged on ac- 
count of income. But few of the taxpayers 
make returns and none would were they open 
to public inspection, “‘as the chief objection 
‘to filing returns is the fear that incomes from 
business or professions might be known,” In 
spite of a rigid law the amount collected 
from an income tax in Boston is only $840,000 
a year, or only about a fourth of what is act- 
uallydue. Mr. Wells asks pertinently: ‘‘ What 
measure of success do the present advocates 
of a Federal income tax expect will follow an 
attempt to expand the Boston system of its 
administration over an area of country ex- 
tending from Florida to Alaska?’’ 

Massachusetts requires that its citizens who 
own shares of stock in corporations organized 
in other States shall pay a tax on their mar- 
ket value. The citizens look on this law as 
unjust, and hence, while the market value of 
shares of foreign corporations owned in Bos- 
ton is known to exceed $600,000,000, the 
amount taxed by the Boston Assessors is only 


$66,568, or over $33,000 a year. The income of

The Democratic machine bosses are in po- 
litical business for the stealings. If they 
were in the penitentiary, where they deserve 
to be, the methods and amounts of their 
stealings would be made public, as they have 
been in MecKane’s case. For instance, Po- 
lice Justice Divver, who ran a sailors’ board- 
ing-house in New York before he became an 
ornament to the bench, has served three 
years at $8,000 a year and accumulated 
$200,000. The New York Evening Post 
calls attention to the fact that Boss Croker in 
less than four years has been able to invest 
$250,000 in a stock farm, $90,000 ina 
Fifth avenue house, and travel in this country 
and in Europe, and yet he has no official po- 


_ sition, no business, and no visible source of 


income. All these bosses of the Democratic 
machines are in politics on a business basis 
and running city and town governments for 
cash. If the leaders of these machines could 
be run into the penitentiary, and, as in Mc- 


| Kane’s case, a committee of citizens .could 


get hold of the accounts, the people would 
stand aghast at the millions of money stolen 
by them. The Paddy Divvers, Crokers, and 
McKanes are allalike. They have got New 
York City by the throat. How long will it 
be before Chicago is in the same helpless con- 
dition if its honest people do not bestir them- 
selves? 


RECIPROCITY AND SUGAR. 

Serators Voorhees and Vest agree in the. 
statement that if the Finance committee 
amendment imposing aduty on raw sugar 
were to form a part of the tariff bill as finally 
passed the reciprocity arrangements made 
with Spain and other countries would not be 
abrogated thereby, but would remain in force 
until the United States had notified the coun- 
tries with which agreements have been made 
that this country had decided to put a duty 
on sugar. That is a civility which should not 
be omitted. In return for the free admission 
of sugar and molasses by this country other 
nations passed laws by which certain Ameri- 
can products were admitted free or for lower 
duties. If the United States puts a duty on 
sugar the foreign governments with which 
agreements were made should be notified 
officially so that they may take what action 
seems proper to them in view of the altered 
circumstances, 

It is not the expectation of Senators Vest 
and Voorhees or of other Democrats that 
the beet sugar of Germany and the cane sugar 
of Cuba, Puerto Rico, ete., will continue to be 
admitted duty free, the only sugar paying a 
duty being that coming from countries with 
which reciprocity agreements have not been 
made. It would be absurd to imagine that 
such an idea ever entered the heads of men so 
hostile to the reciprocity policy. If the reci- 
procity agreements were to stand unchanged 
not a cent of revenue would be collected from 
sugar, but the sugar trust would be given 
more than a cent a pound protection. 

It is true that one of the amendments of the 
Finance committee directs the President to 
notify the Hawaiian Government that the 
reciprocity treaty made with that country 
will terminate a year from date, while there 
is nothing in the bill directing the President 
to inform Germany, Spain, etc., that the 
reciprocity agreements must come to an end. 
But the Hawaiian trenty, which relates to 
many things besides sugar, stipulates that if 
either party wishes to terminate it a year’s 
notice must be given. The arrangements 
made with Spain, Brazil, etc., are not treaties, 


from every one’who reads it with a know!l- 
edge of the probable limitations of approxi- 
mation to accuracy, 

It may be taken for granted that a consid- 
erable part of the “statistical work” done by 
Mr. Dodge for the American people was not 
worth the paper on which the figures were 
written of printed. His so-called “‘ work ”’ 
was not worth the money paid for it. Many 
people have suspected that his reports did 
more harm than g20d. His successor has yet 
to prove the contrary for himself, if it be 
proved at all. Especially are his crude 
schoolboy methods of carrying out results to 
an unwarranted display of “significant ”’ fig- 
ures objectionable if they turn out to have 
been conducted with intent to upset the work 
of his predecessor, the gentleman wishing to 
ape in a small way the reversal policy of the 
Democratic administration in dealing with 
the Hawaiian question. 


THE LOBDS SAVED FOR A TIME. 

On the motion of Sir William Harcourt, the 
Liberal leader, the House of Commons yes- 
terday rejected the address in reply to the 
Queen’s speech, as amended the previous day 
by the addition of Mr. Labouchere’s resolu- 
tion in favor of the abolition of the House of 
Lords. The vote on the motion to reject was 
unanimous, Mr. Labouchere himself 
voted for it. He had accomplished his 
purpose in making the condemnation of 
the House of Lords by an affirmative vote a 
matter of record in the proceedings of the 
House of Commons. After the rejection of 
the amended address a colorless, harmless 
one proposed by the government was adopt- 
ed, and all was peace again. 

The ministry could pot, of course, acquiesce 
in the resolution of Mr. Labouchere. It was 
not intended as a basis for action against the 
Upper House at this time. The language in 
which it was couched made that evident, 
and the suggestions of the mover as to the way 
in which it could be given effect were wild and 
impracticable, and doubtless, as Sir William 
Harcourt asserted, unconstitutional also, 
But it is a most significant fact that the gov- 
ernment leader had to renew the pledge that 
the government fully accepted the declara- 
tion of Mr. Gladstone against the House of 
Lords before the Commons retreated from 
the position it had taken Tuesday. 

Mr. Labouchere acted with more discretion 
than usual in accepting the assurances ot the 
government and in acquiescing in the action 
proposed by Sir William Harcourt. As he 
said, the vote of Tuesday was not 
meant as a vute of want of confidence 
in the government, but was intended 
to quicken its actionin reference to the Lords. 
It is now a matter of record, and it expresses 
the opinion, though in a crude way, of the 
great mass of British Liberals, There can be 
no retreat by the Liberals from the ad- 
vanced ground taken, and there does 
not seem to be any intention of retreat either 
on the part of the government or its support- 
ers. There may be a difference of opinion as 
to the methods of ending,'or mending the 
House of Lords. When the time for action 
comes the methods will be devised by the 
Liberal leaders of the day. 

Outside the House of Commons, as Mr. 
Labouchere well said, the people do not care 
whether the House of Lords is reformed or 
destroyed. When it is ended or mended Mr, 
Labouchere’s accepted and rejected amend- 
ment will be remembered as marking a most 
important epoch of English history. The 
Peers and the Tories need not flatter them- 
selves that the rejection of the amended ad.- 
dress yesterday isa victory for them or will 
in any way delay the reform of which the

bill, which is breaking down the price of 
labor some 20 percent and the price of 
manufactured goods in much the same pro- 
portion, or in the ratio by which it is proposed 
to reduce protection to home industry. This 
is what has cost the country in the last year 
the three billion dollars Warner :taiks about, 
and all to gratify the malice of the South 
towards the North and carry out to their bitter 
end the doctrinaire theories of such men as 
Warner. When the pressure of surplus pro- 
duction of wheat and corn and other products 
is taken off the market by the excess beimg 
sold off and consumed prices will rise, and in 
gold money at that. 

It is very singular that the scarcity of gold 
complained of by Warner should have arisen 
so suddenly and operated so disastrously on 
the prices of labor, country produce, and city- 
made goods in the last few months, It is re- 
markable that it is alleged to have happened 
in the time for which reports to the United 
States Mint show the production of gold in 
the world to have been larger than in any 
other year for the last quarter of a century, 
the production of 1893 exceeding that of 
1892 by 9 per cent, mounting up to 150 
millions and adding some 100 millions to the 
stock of gold used as money. Gold has not 
become scarce except in the imaginations of 
men such as Warner. Nor has the decline in 
prices been due to scarcity of any kind of 
money, seeing that hundreds of millions of 
currency are heaped up in the banks waiting 
for customers. His talk about the scarcity of 
money is the veriest kind of humbug. 


Lorp Roszsery’s allusion to John Morley’s 
‘oyalty to Ireland was pertinent and graceful 
and will have its effect. Hesaid if there was 
any doubt of the sincerity of the government’s 
professions in reference to home rule it ought 
to be removed by Mr. Morley’s continuance 
in the Irish Secretaryship. He had been of- 
fered a higher position (the Secretaryship for 
India), but ‘‘he [Morley] thought it his duty 
not to sever his career from the cause of Ire- 
land.’’ This should be read in the light of 
Mr. Morley’s address in Cork on the eve of 
Mr. Gladstone’s resignation, when he said, 
addressing a crowd of home rulers: 

We understand one another, and I know you 
are friends of the party to which I belong, and I 
believe I can say that the party will never desert 
you as long as you are true to yourselves. I, for 
my part, can say for one that whatever changes 
may come in politics [ have nailed my flag, the 
green flag, to the mast, and I promise you that 
[reland has no stancher or truer friend—and it 
has friends both stanch and trne—than it will 
have in me. 

Thig assurance at the time it was given was 
deemed satisfactory by the rational politicians 
of Ireland. As Mr. Healy said of it, “it. was 
not mere breath, but it represented solid and 
sterling coin.”’ The Redmondites and the 


blowhards alone profess to be dissatisfied. 


Mayor Hopkins appreciates the necessity 
for a large police force. It would be danger- 
ous to the public peace to reduce it as long as 
the Democratic ward primaries are conducted 
on the free-for-all plan and the conventions 
are managed by the McAbees, Murphys, and 
Dohenys for the Griesheimers and the 
Ruddys. The Democratic conventions have 
only fairly begun, and riot and bloodshed 
seem to be the orderof the day during their 
progress. The candidates have a rather high 
appreciation of the Aldermanic office ap- 
parently. They spend their money freely in 
supplying whisky to their retainers and to 
themse]ves. Do they value the position for 
its honors or for its opportunities? The Dem- 
ocratic candidates seem to be the most ar- 
dent. Cannot Mayor Hopkins restrain their 
overabundant zeal? Has he lost control over 
his party, or has he lost interest in it? Surely 
it is not served by such exhibitions as the 
Ruddy-Griesheimer faction fight in the Twen- 


In discussing the annual reports of several 


silver mining companies for last year the 


London Financial Times states some facts of 
interest. The returns from the Broken Hill 
Proprietary, ‘by far the most extensive sil- 
ver producer in which British speculators are 
interested,’ show that under certain condi- 
tions the mine could pay its way, subject to a 
fall of 8 pence per ounce from the lowest 
figure yet reported. It could produce at 19 
pence per ounee, whiclt corresponds toa 
value of a little less than 8214 cents for the 
pure silver in the United States dollar, and a 
ratio of not far from 50 to 1 for the values of 
equal weights of gold and silver. For 1892, 
the last year reported on, the Tolima com- 
pany paid dividends of 60 per cent, the aver- 
age price of silver for that year being 41 
pence. In the same year the Elkhorn com- 
pany paid dividends of 424¢ per cent, and for 
1898 it paid 25 per cent in spite of the great 
decline in the price of the metal. The aver- 
age price for 1893 was 36 138-16 pence, 
which is equal to 62% cents for the value of 

the silver in the dollar. 


Tue latest news from Bluefields and the 
Mosquito Coast is to the effect that the troops 
landed from a British naval vessel not merely 
stopped the fighting in Biuefields between 
the Nicaraguan soldiers and the Mosquito In- 
dians but assumed control of the place, while 
their commander sent word to the Nicara- 
guan authorities, ordering them to remove all 
their soldiers from the Mosquito reservation. 
If these statements are correct the English 
have gone altogether too far. For the com- 
mander of the cruiser to intervene at the re- 
quest of the British Consul to protect the 
lives or property of citizens of Great Brit. 
ain was proper enough. He seems to Have 
gone much farther than that, however, to 
have taken the Mosquito Indians as well as 
Englishmen under his protection, and to have 
ordered the Nicaraguan authorities out 
of their own territory.

THE PROFITS OF THE BOSSES. 

The Citizens’ committee of Gravesend, N. 
Y., after an investigation of the affairs of 
Boss McKane, has discovered that he is a de. 
faulter and that from $200,000 to $500,000 
of the public funds have disappeared through 
his peculiar manipulation of them. That 
they have disappeared is not surprising, since 
the people of Gravesend, with a confidence 
and simplicity not many degrees removed 
from idiocy, allowed him to keep the books 
and administer these funds without reference 
to any one’s wishes, without responsibility to 
any one, and without troubling himself to 
make a report.

The news of the surrender was welcome to 
Secretary Gresham and to Secretary Herbert 
particularly, To the first it served to relieve 
him from the ever-present apprehension lest 
something should occur that might involve 
the United States Government in some ugly 
dispute with one of the combatants, or per- 
haps with some of the foreign powers that 
have so jealously watched the course of this 
government. To Secretary, Herbert the sur- 
render means the ability to relieve most of 
the American sailors who have endured much 
hardship and exposure to yellow-fever from 
further service at Rio and to utilize the ships 
now there for duty in other places, where 
they are much needed. It also means a con- 
siderable saving to the N avy Department. 

Secretary Herbert is still confined to his 
home by a slight touch of the grip and his 
representative, Assistant Secretary McAdoo, 
said he presumed steps wold be taken im- 
mediately leading to the dispersal of the 
American fleet at Rio. The vessels are the 
New York, Charleston, San Francisco, and 
Detroit, and the Newark is at Montevideo. 
Probably the latter will remain as the flag- 
ship of the South Atlantic squadron, with the 
unseaworthy Yantic on the north coast of 
Brazil and perhaps the San Francisco. The 
New York will come home with Admiral 
Benham, who will be retired and succeeded in 
command of the station by Admiral Stanton. 
It is expected that the Charleston will go 
round to the Pacific station, while the Detroit 
will come home to New York to set at rest 
certain doubts that have been expressed as to 
its stability. It may be that on the way North 
it will be diverted from its course and run

CLEMENCY FOR REBEL PRIVATES. 


Peixoto Grants Amnesty to Soldiers and 


Sailors Who Surrendered.

Rro pz Janerro, Brazil, March 14.—[Copy- 
right, 1894, by the Press Publishing Com- 
pany. New York World.|—President Peixoto 
issued today a proclamation decreeing am- 
nesty for the rebel sailors and soldiers who 
surrendered unconditionally yesterday, giving 
up without firing a shot all the ships and forti- 
fied positions in the bay which had been in 
possession of the insurgents. But at the same 
time hein effect pronounces sentence of death 
upon Admiral Saldanha da»Gama, . Admiral 
Custodie de Mello, and all the officers associ- 
ated with them in rebellion. The President 
does not condemn them to be shot in so many 
words; he simply announces his determina- 
tion to subject them to trial by court-martial. 
The condemned chiefs of the revolt will have 
te be caught, however, before the death pen- 
alty can be inflicted. Admiral de Melio was 
seen in Montevideo a week ago. A report 
from Argentina says he, with the Aquidaban 
and Republica, is at Ihla Grande, which is 
only séventy miles to the south of Rio.

Rio Jangerro, March 14.—The insurgent 
forces deserted Fort Villegaignon and the 
ships Monday night, leaving the flags flying, 
and took refuge on the Islands of Enchadas 
and Paqueta. There was not a soul 
on board the rebel ships during the 
bombardment yesterday. Several in- 
surgent officers Monday took refuge 
on merchant vessels, Admiral da Gama 
left the harbor on board the French 
vessel Magon.

The rejoicing among 
the people that.the war has proved a fizzle is 
general. Salutes were fired at constant inter- 
vals this morning. The streets are crowded 
and everyone is keeping a holiday. 


AWFUL RAVAGES OF YELLOW-FEVER. 


The Disease Spreading at Rio—Crews of 
Eight Vessels Stricken. 
[RPECIAL CABLE! 

Moxtrevipeo, Uruguay, via Galveston, Tex., 
March 14.—[Copyright, 1894, by James Gor- 
don Bennett.]—The correspondent in Rio 
Janeiro, writing under date of March 8, re- 
ports that the yellow-fever is increasing to an 
enormous extent in fhe city. Merchant ships 
in the harbor suffer severely from the epi- 
demic. The entire crews of eight British 
vessels were stricken. The hospitals of Jura 
Juba are filled with fever-stricken patients 
from the crews of the foreign warships. 
Capt. Sturgis of the American Santuit, which 
towed the Pirating, died of the disease. Phy- 
ricians who have attended victims of the fe- 
ser and are familiar with its phases here in 
other years say: it bas developed a peculiar 
type during this epidemic.’ Heart failure fol- 
lows in many cases, even after the fever de- 
clines, and patients die from this cause where 
ordinarily they would bave recovered after 
successfully combating the fever. 

A German merchant arrived in Rio three 
weeks ago with his family, consisting of his 
wife and three daughters. The four women 
were striken simultaneously and all died the 
same day. The merchant, heartbroken at his 
loss, committed suicide immediately after the 
last of his family died. The physicians in Rio 
fear that this will be the worst month of the 
epidemic. Five cases of yellow-fever are re- 
ported on board the Italian warship Dogatia,

THE NEW YORK UNION LEAGUE. 


Scale Ranges from $10 to $50 in Accord- 
ance Apparently with Their Standing 
with the Executive Committee= 
Members Are Indignant and Think 
They Are Insulted=Horse Jumps Over

«General News from New York. 

New Yorx, March 14.—[Special.]—The 
Union League club has limited the credit of 
forty of its members. These are some of the 
most liberal patronizers of the restaurant and 
have received word from the Executive com- 
mittee within the last few days as follows: 

Jn conformity with house rale No, 7, as amend- 


ed Feb. 7, 1894. the Executive committee has 
directed that your credit at the club be limited 


‘to $40. 


In some of the letters the credit was fixed at 
$50, in others less; some going as low 
as $10. Great indignation was felt, and 
today the Secretary of the Executive commit- 
tee received twenty letters asking an explana- 
tion why the credit should be thus limited.

A HORSE JUMPS FROM THE STAGE, 


“GWigh Art” Causes a Stampede in the 

Academy of Music Audience. 

New Yorx, March 14.—[Special.]}—*‘ High 
Art”’ is a spirited young horse and had been 
loaned by S. L. Frank to lead the company of 
cavalry which galiops in at the conclusiun of 
the third act of *‘The Girl I Left Behind 
Me” at the Academy of Music. The theater 
lights had been dimmed and the or- 
chestra played a martial air as the sig- 
nal for the horsemen to appear. ‘“ High 
Art” responded with suddenness to a light 
touch of its rider’s spurs. With a spring it 
landed in the center of the stage. slipped, and 
turned half about in attempting to gain its 
equilibrium, and tobogganed swiftly towird 
the footlignts without being able to get upon 
its feet. One foreleg was curled under 
its body, but with the unhampered hoof 
it pawed at the line of footlights in 
the endeavor to stop its progress, smashing 
the incandescent globes and snortirg loudly. 
Musical Director A. W. Hoffman dropped his 
baton and fled precipitately up the aisie. The 
other musicians were not far behind in the 
flight. A moment more and the horse 
tumbled head first off the stage and crashed 
into the empty seats. A cool-headed man in 
the front row jumped to “ High Art’s”’ aid, 
assisted it toits feet, and calmed it, while 
firmly grasping the bridle and preventing 
further damage. The audience was in 
an uproar. The lights were raised 
at once anda panic was averted. The rider 
had slipped from the horse’s back at the first 
signs of trouble and had escaped unhurt. 
“High Art’’ too was found to be uninjured. 
Carpenters sawed away the balustrade and led 
the horse out of the theater through the main 
entrance and the play proceeded without 
further mishap. 

BELIEVES IN CREMATING GARBAGE. 
Bartow A. Ulrich’s Investigations May 
Prove Profitable to New York. 

New York, March 14.—[Special.]—Con- 
troller Fitch today made public some ot the 
results of his researches in the matter of the 
final distribution of the city’s refuse and gar- 
bage. Most of the Controller’s information 
has come from the report of Bartow A. Ul. 
rich of Chicago, who hus spent some time in- 
vestigating the systema of disposing of refuse 
in the principal cities of Europe,, Mr. Ul- 
rich’s investigation shows, the Controller says, 
that the cremation of garbage need no longer 
be treated asa purely theoretical question, 
since a system is now in operation in a suf- 
ficient number of cities to enable prac- 
tical deductions to be drawn as to its 
efficiency and economy. In Ealing, a district 
adjacent to London, having a population of 
25,000, the refuse is burned. Patent crema- 
tories are used for the purpose, the fuel bein 
coke obtained from the gasworks ata cost o 
about one shilling sixpence a day. The total 
cost of the plant is about $2,000. Mr. Ulrich 
goes on to give facts which go to show the 
economy of the system. Battersea, with a 
population of 150,000, and the Whitechapel 
district get rid of their refuse and garbage the 
same way effectually and cheaply. The Con- 
troller’s report wiil be submitted to the Board 
of Estimate at its next meeting. 

M’KANE’S BOOKS BLOCK THE WAY. 
When They Are Secured It Is Said a Big 
Deficit Will Be Shown. 

New York, March 14.—[Special, |—Within 
the last few days the investigating committee 
has gained valuable information, showing 
that McKane will not be the only official in 
Gravesend implicated in the big deficit which 
is said to exist. The only thing in the way of 
an exposure now is the possession of Mc- 
Kane’s books and records as Supervisor, 
which until yesterday had been guarded zeal- 
ously by his friends. Attorney George F. El. 
liott today prepared the documents in the 
legal proceedings which he will take at once 
to procure Mrane’s books. Besides the 
$90,000 McKane drew for the new police 
station at Coney Island, and for which there 
are no vouchers to show how the money was 
expended, the committee has learned that 
McKane’s requisition for the new electric 
lighting plant at Coney Island called for 
$200,000, while the contract price for the 
ereetion and completion of the building was 

$110,000.

JUDGE JENKINS REFUSES TO APPEAR. 


Says His Personal Integrity Has Not Been 
Attacked=Alien Law Case, 

Wasurwatox, D. C., March 14.—Judge 
Jenkins has replied to Mr. Boatner, Chairman 
of the Congressional committee recently 
named to investigate Judge Jenkins’ injunc- 
tious restraining em ployés of the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad from striking or labor leaders 
from directing such a strike. The J udge re- 
sponds that so far as the writs of injunction 
are concerned they are matters of court rec- 
ord, and that copies of the writs will be sent 
to the committee if they desire 
them. Judge Jenkins says he understands 
the inquiry to have reference only to the legal 
correctness of the order of the court, and if 
such be the case he can see no good reason 
why he should appear before the committee, 
If, however, the committee intends to inquire 
into charges affecting his personal or official 
integrity Judge Jenkins says will appear 
before the committee and will meet and re. 
fute the charges. Mr. Boatner has received a 
letter from Chief Arthur of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, who says he will 
submit a list of witnesses to be heard by the 
committee. Itis probable that the inquiry 
will bring together a formidable array of 
labor leaders in an effort to stop judicial in- 
terference with strikes. ;

This organization ineludes military sur- 
geons of all arms of the service—the United 
States army. navy, Nayal Reserve, and Na- 
tional Guard.

President Senn, in calling the association 
to order, alluded to the more important mat- 
ters of legislation needed for the proper 
growth of the body, chief among which was 
the talked-of separation of the surgical de- 
partment from the regular military arm so 
as to poooees it being weakened by too fre- 
quent changes or becoming inefficient through 
political ix fluences. 


Wisconsin System Explained. 


This was informally discussed. Maj. Byers 
of the Medical Department of the Wisconsin 
National Guard, who has held his present posi- 
tion for fourteen years, spoke at length as to 
the Wisconsin system. There the surgeons 
are appointed by the Surgeon-General. They 
form a separate department and are not 
changed with the changes of Colonels. 
In fact, the sume method is pursued as in the 
regular army, it was claimed, with great ad- 
vantages over the system now in practice in 
Illinois. Maj. Byers also gave an entertain- 
ing talk on ‘“* The Army Surgeon in the Late 
Civil War.”’ He served in the Ninety-sixth 
Illinois Infantry Volunteers with Maj. E. A. 
Blodgett, Department Commander of the G. 
A. R. of Illinois; Gen. John C; Smith, 
and other Chicagoans. His allusions to the 
poor facilities under which surgeons labored 
in the early days of the war were droll. He 
said the Wisconsin method of preserving the 
surgical department separate from the mili- 
tary arm greatly improved its efficiency, as it 
kept it away from political influences, 

Then came a clinic by Maj. Joseph H. 
Etheridge. At the noon recess luncheon was 
served the members of the association in par- 
lors in the vicinity of Rush Medical College. 

The afternvon session was opened by dem- 
onstations of extemporaneous dressings b 
Maj. Griffith of Springfield, Ill. This was fol- 
lowed by informal discussion. Col. N. Senn 
delivered a brief lecture on general surgery 
which developed a discussion of wide latitude.

BOARD OF EDUCATION TO REDUCE 
BIG SALARIES 


Robert Lindblom Insists on the Whole 
Board Taking the Matter from Special 
Committees and Take Decisive Action= 
Committee Recummends« the Erection 
of Several School Houses=Mrs. Prunty 
Identifies the Murderers of Her Hus- 
band=Other Local News. 

The agitation of the city officials for a re- 
duction of the salaries of the high priced of- 
ficials of the Board of Education seems to 
have bornefruit. At least one nember of the 
board openly declared at last nignt’s meeting 
that he believed the salaries of the employés of 
the board need readjusting. This was Mr. Lind- 
blom, Chairman of the Finance committee. 
He suggested there should bea readjustment 
of ali salaries by a large committee, or, better 
still, the whole board as a committee of the 
whole. Mr. Halle raised the point that the 
committees having the fixing of salaries 
should first report. Mr. Lindblom accepted 
the suggestion and it was agreed that the 
board should meet in executive session for the 
purpose of considering all salaries three weeks 
from last night. 

The regular annual fight over the observ- 
ance of Good Friday by the public schools 
was then begun. After along wrangle over 
the impropriety of forcing religious observ- 
ances on the schools,a resolution was adopted, 
by a vote of 9 to 5, that schools be closed 
from March 26 to the following Monday, 


‘thereby evading the use of the words ** Good 


Friday.”’ 

There was read a long communication from 
Mayor Hopkins urging the board to vacate 
the City Hall and rent offices for its use in the 


neighborhood. 
The Committee on Buildings and Grounds 
recommended the erection of school buildings 


on the following sites: 

A sixteen-room building, with assembly hall on 
the site, corner of Washburn avenue and Robey 
street, at a cost not to exceed $70,000. A nine- 
room addition to the Hawthorne School Build- 
ing. at a cost not to exceed $30,000,

Mr. Halle said seven members of the Com- 
mittee on Buildings and Grounds do not 
agree with Mr. Lindblom. ‘* Thé school is 
located just where we most need it. The 
present school is greatly overcrowfed.” Mr. 
Lindblom insisted that the part of the re- 
port to which he dbjected should be laid over, 
whereupon Mr. Halle declared he should vote 
for no other new buildings, and on his motion 
the whole report was laid over. |

IDENTIFIED AS PRUNTY’S MURDERERS, 


Widow and Daughter of the Dead Man 
Point Out the Defendants. 


Mrs. Bridget Prunty was the principal wit- 
ness yesterday morning in the Prunty murder 
case on trial before Judge Freeman. She is 
the widow of James Prunty and mother of 
Peter Prunty, the two murdered men. She 
swore positively that McNally was the man 
who killed her husband. Mrs. Prunty cvuld 
not say that she saw either of the other de- 
fendants in the house: 

Dr. Louis C. Mitchell, the Coroner’s physi- 
cian, testified as to the cause of death of both 


of the murdered men. 

In the afternoon the examination of Miss 
Maggie Prunty was commenced. She testified 
she was awakened the night of the murder by 
the screams of her mother and a pistol shot. 
She juinped out of bed and saw a man whom 
she thought was the defendant Kunze stand- 
ing at the door witha revolver leveled at her. 
Miss Prunty identified the defendant McNal- 
ly as the man who was attacking her father. 
She then got between the struggling men, 
and, taking hold of her father’s assailant, 
asked him not to shot. The man imtmediate- 
ly put his hand over the witness’ shoulder and 
shot her father. Miss Prunty then said her 
brother Peter during this time had seized the 
man who had stood in her bedroom and had 
thrown him on the floor. This man called on 
the short stout man to shoot Peter, which he 
did. Both the men then ran away. 


TRIAL OF LEROY HARRIS BEGUN, 


Important Evidence Taken Against the 
Alleged Money-Order Forger. 

Leroy Harris, the alleged money-order 
forger,/who escaped from custody at Buffalo 
by drawing a revolver and compelling a court- 
room full of officers to throw up their hands 
and keep them up until he had backed out of 
the door, was put on trial in the United States 
court yesterday before Judge Bunn and a 
jury.

Mr. Dugdale was shown the 
order at La Salle, Aurora, and 
Ottawa. were numbered 184 and 185 
and the witness said they were written on 
two of the blanks taken from his office. The 
next witness was E. A. Nattinger, Postinaster 
at Ottawa. He said he cashed two orders for

Attorney Helmer, who rep- 
resénted the receiver, said yesterday that it 
would be at least three months before any 
dividend could be declared. 


Blazes in the Board of Trade, 
The Board of Trade Building was the scene of 


a fire alarm yesterday. The registers in the set- 


tiement-room, a large oblong room in the center 
of the ground floor, became filled with refuse 
paper, which was set on fire twice by matches or 
cigar stumps. The first time, which was in the 
morning, the blaze was extinguished by the by- 
standers. But at 5 o’ciock George McCormick, a 
speculator, saw a blaze, and then there was some 
excitement. Several buckets of water were 
needed to put out the fire. In the meanwhile an 
ofiice boy turned in an alarm, and in a few mo- 
ments the adjoining streets were filled with en- 
gines and hose-carts.
